D. D)., Oberlin College, Oberlin, Ohio; Rev. Martyn Summerbell, D. D President 
Starkey Seminary, Lakemont, N. Y.; and Rev. A. C. Dixon, D. D., pastor of the Moody church, Chicago. Special lectures will also be given 
by members of the regular staff. . 

More students were enrolled during the last term than in any preceding term. The large new 
completed and is being used temporarily as a dormitory for women.

In 1860 a writer in the Boston Post, who de- 
clared that he had access to the books of 
the publishers in all cases, and that the fig- 
ures given were accordingly accurate, said: 
“Up to 1860 75,000 copies of Story’s law 
books had been sold; 30,000 of those of Bou- 
vier; 800,000 of Washington Irving’s works; 
140,000 of the works of the Arctic explorer 
Kane; 310,000 copies of Uncle Tom’s Cabin; 
1,000,000 of the novels and other works of 
T. S. Arthur; 1,250,000 of Abbott’s Rollo, 
Lucy and Jonas books; 195,000 of Appleton’s 
Encyclopedia; 80,000 copies of- Benton’s 
Thirty Years in Congress, and 45,000 of his 
Abridgment of Congressional Debates; 50,000 
of Cooper’s novels; 450,000 copies of Barnes’s 
Notes on the New Testament. Barnes’s 
Notes on the New Testament served a great 
purpose in their time. If any person of 
equal ability would write “Notes on the 
New Testament” on similar principles, it 
would have a large sale and be of great use.

A renewed phase of Socialistic activity is 
disclosed in an attempt to permeate the 
Christian Church with Socialistic doctrine. 
This work is carried on mainly through the 
agency of an organization styled “The Chris- 
tian Socialist Fellowship,” whose member- 
ship is made up chiefly of clerical gentlemen 
with whom the doctrines of Christianity and 
the teachings of Karl Marx have become 
badly mixed: These “reverend” citizens, 
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while still professing Christianity, 
without

ble deductions of materialism and atheism. 
The Christian Socialist Fellowship announ- 
ces that “the Socialism that it preaches dif- 
fers in no way from that of the Internation-

qualification the teaching of so- 


al Socialist movement,’ which, as is well 
known by all who have any knowledge of 
the genesis, aim and methods of Internation- 
al Socialism, is avowedly atheistic and hos- 
tile to Christian belief and Christian prac- 
tice. The members of this “Fellowship” 
style themselves “Christian Socialists,” but 
the blending of doctrine implied in the com- 
bination of terms almost invariably results 
in the complete effacement of the Christian 
influence and a corresponding domination 
of the Socialistic tenets. The Fellowship has 
a literary mouthpiece, called The Christian 
Socialist,” with the motto “The Golden Rule 
against the Rule of Gold” inscribed on its 
banner, devoted to the spread of Socialism, 
and sometimes specially written up to cater 
to the tastes of some particular body of 
Christians, as the Methodist Special Edition 
of September 1, 1908, and the Catholic Spe- 
cial Edition of January 15, 1909. The pages 
of this publication, reflecting as it does the 
minds of men drifting on the high sea of 
Socialism, with no fixed convictions on ques- 
tions of faith or morality, naturally come 
laden with matter as devoid of logic as it 
is destitute of true Christian principle. 
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Journal and Messenger: 


Occasionally word reaches this country of 
attacks on American travelers, sometimes 
women, in lands of Eastern Europe and 
Western Asia. This is frequently due to 
the manners of Americans abroad. Many 
of them grievously offend the reverence for 
the sacred places among Mohammedans, ex- 
asperating them beyond measure. The fear 
of Great Britain and respect for the Eng- 
lish, which have been carried over to Ameri- 
cans, and the knowledge of America itself 
is so great that most natives will see the 
desecration of what to them are holy things 
without open resentment. But, occasionally, 
some fanatic makes a vicious attack on a 
traveler. In most cases it would be found 
that the traveler has grievously offended 
what are regarded as_ sacred customs, or 
greatly insulted the native, his people or re- 
ligion. This is usually due to ignorance of 
the traveler, and often to boorishness of 
manners. Seasoned travelers who spend 
much time abroad, especially men who travel 
for business or for newspapers make every 
effort to learn the ways of the country they 
visit, and many of them understand the 
complicated and curious etiquette of many 
countries. The American traveler is safer 
with a guide who understands the country, 
and knows what is possible and what is for- 
bidden, and he is also safer to follow expert 
advice in such matters. But most of the 
exasperation which the traveler causes in 
the natives is due to lack of common decen- 
cy, which ought to govern him in any land. 
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The relic hunter -will not only steal, but may 
destroy a thousand times the value he takes. 
The Taj Mahal is defaced by the scrawls of 
foreign visitors, a disgrace to America. The 
camera fiend is always in evidence, and his 
snapshot at a Mohammedan may be resented 
more than a blow, the portraying of human 
beings being forbidden by the Korean. Amer- 
icans will interrupt the most sacred cere- 
mony and outrage the feelings of the wor- 
shipers. In America such an act would 
cause the offender to be arrested by the po- 
lice. The respect which a gentleman has 
for the feelings of other people will prevent 
his offending in the way of many boorish 
travelers, but it will not prevent his making 
mistakes through ignorance of the customs 
of the country. 
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A PROOF OF RELIGION 


HE question which is_ puzzling 
many an honest believer in the 


Lord Jesus Christ is this: Am 
I truly a Christian, or am I not? 
We believe in knowing whether you are a 
Christian or not, and yet we do not doubt 
that many who love and serve the Lord are 
often in serious doubt as to their 
relationship in the matter of salvation 
through Jesus Christ. Doubts trouble them 
and often lead them well-nigh to the point 
of giving up. For all this there is a well 
grounded reason. It may be due in part to 
the lack of wise and true instruction on the 
part of those who have been their teachers: 
They have not been taught the conditions 
on which they may, and ought to, have as- 
surance; and the result is they are living 
daily in an uncertain state of mind 
and heart, and they do not know 
what their own spiritual condition is. One 
thing they ought to learn, viz.: That it is 
their duty and privilege to know experiment- 
ally where they are—saved or lost. 

Another thing may keep people from Know- 
ing just where they are in the matter of sal- 
vation. Many people are very unhappy be- 
cause they are not assured of salvation, 
when the trouble is with their own temper- 
ament, or with their own physical condition. 
They are not conscious of any shortcoming 
in the way of sins committed, and yet they 
are unhappy. In most instances, where no 
conscious sin has come’ into the life, their 
discomfort is due to physical conditions, or 
to some disorder of the temperament. Let 
such be not discouraged. If they will only 
press on for a closer walk with God, living 
upon the promises of God as set forth in 
the Bible, and be much in prayer, victory 
will come, and religious experience will 
brighten wonderfully. No man can keep a 
bright and happy Christian experience who 
neglects the reading of the Bible and pray- 
er. 

There is yet one other reason for an un- 
satisfactory Christian experience, viz.: SIN 
in the life. No man can keep a bright and 
a happy Christian experience if he indulges 
in sin knowingly, and if we sin, we shall 
most likely know it, for God has so consti- 
tuted our natures and our consciences as 
* being guilty, we must know it. If we know 
it in no other way, the restlessness of the 
heart and mind will readily reveal the fact 
to us. SIN in the life will bar out happi- 
ness from the heart, so long as it is there. 

The Methodist Recorder has a_ sensible 
word bearing upon this line of thought as 
follows: 

No two give expression to their religious 
experience in the same way. The difference 
is not in the religion, but in the make-up 
of the persons ‘through which it manifests 
itself. The man of the phlegmatic tempera- 
ment, according to his testimony in class 
meeting, has a vastly different religion than 


the man of warm and emotional temperament. 
Sometimes this psychological fact is the 





cause of trouble and disquiet to some very 





good but undiscerning believers. They are 
disquieted because their experience does not 
seem to be cast in the same mold with that 
of some other one in whom they have great 
confidence. We call to mind one who almost 
lost his religion because he could not truth- 
fully testify in the same terms in which his 
wife testified. A believer’s fervor of ex- 
pression, though it may be entirely honest ex- 
pression of his religious experience is a 
criterion of the depth of his religion. While 
some are profuse and emotional in their 
expression, others are reserved and unemo- 
tional, though both may feel very deeply 
or very little as the case may be. A man’s 
religion is best revealed by his conduct and 
his obedience to God’s commands. “By this 
shall all men know that ye are my disciples, 
if ye have love one for another,” says Jesus. 
Again Jesus says, “If ye love me, keep my 
commandments.” Obedience and love are 
the best tests, and unless these re-enforce 
the voice of testimony, testimony is of little 
value.

QUESTIONS ANSWERED 


May one be a Christian regardless of the 
character of his views? In other words can 
one believe just anything he pleases and 
still be a Christian? 

Answer—Certainly not. One may believe 
whatever he may choose, but he cannot do 
that and still be a Christian unless he choose 
to believe the teachings of Christ. For in- 
stance, he may believe in Shintoism if he 
sees fit to do so but he cannot under that 
belief, properly call himself a Christian. 
Or, if he wishes he may believe in Theoso- 
phy, but such belief cannot make him a 
Christian. 

Then what is a Christian? A Christian is 
a disciple of Christ, or one who seeks to 
follow his teachings and serve in His serv- 
ice. 


Then what of the man who does not be- 
lieve in the divine character of Jesus as 
the Son of God? 


He may be religious, but we do not see 
how he can possibly class himself as a 
Christian, since he does not believe in Him 
from whom the Christian gets not only his 
name, but his very life and character. We 
do not see why one who does not thus believe 
in Jesus Christ should even desire to call 
himself after one whom he repudiates in his 
essential character. 


You cannot make and maintain a Chris- 
tian, except as you make a life after the pat- 
tern of the life of Christ, since Christ claims 
that He is the life. Of course, the man who 
repudiates this claim of Christ cannot have 
the divine life, because that life is given to 
men upon their faith in Christ. Then no 
faith would necessarily mean no life. There- 
fore, if we have not the life of Christ, we 
ought not to wear His name, as to do so 
would be misleading and not honest. 


None of us may be perfect Christians, but 
we surely ought to do our best to follow 
Christ, if we call ourselves Christians. 

One may be religious, and yet not be a 
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Christian. The Jew is religious, but he re- 
jects Jesus Christ as the divine Son of God 
and Savior of men, and so he not only is not 
a Christian, but he does not wish you to 
call him Christian. Some men reject Jesus 
Christ and still wish you to honor them with 
the name of Christian. 


Some even wish you to call them Christian 
when they repudiate not only Christ, but 
the fundamental teachings of the Word of 
God. 


If you do not wish to accept Christ, no 
one will force you to do so, but having re- 
jected Him, do call yourself by some other 
name than Christian, for that means a fol- 
lower of Christ, and that you cannot be while 
you reject Him. 

Be whatever you feel you must, but be 
honest and consistent in your profession.

ON THE OLD CAMPING GROUND 


The old soldier likes to revisit the old 
camping ground, recalling the incidents of 
service and the times of trial and victory. 
We had this rare pleasure during our re- 
eent visit to Virginia, attending the South- 
ern Christian Convention at Suffolk, Va. In 
passing we spent a night in the city of Nor- 
folk, our old home of other days. Though 
it was a week-night, our beloved brother, 
Rev. McD. Howsare, insisted on having serv- 
ice and a sermon from the writer. On short 
notice he called together quite a good little 
company. and so gave us the privilege of 
speaking to the old charge again. In seven 
years the congregation has so changed that 
it seems quite another body of believers. 
There are so few new faces while so many 
of the men and women who were so useful 
there in the days of 1895-1908 are gone, 
many of them to their long home, and others 
have moved away. The absent faces which 
I saw in the congregation (for the eye of 
memory did see them in their old seats) 
stirred the heart and mind, making the past 
so real to us. 


The Temple was always a busy church, 
but it seems now, if possible, more so than 
ever. Bro. Howsare, the present pastor, is 
a busy man, and he knows how to keep his 
people busy. If any one doubts it, let them 
ask some of the members how it is. “The 
grass does not grow under his feet.” He is 
a moving, stirring man, and those who work 
with him must do likewise. The Temple 
did a great work in other days, and it is not 
yet an old church, and we are expecting it to 
continue its larger usefulness to the cause 
of Christ. Of course, the organization of 
the Third church has taken from it many of 
its most active supporters, but not all. The 
little band left is working hard to measure 
up to the call to duty, and we expect good 
results to follow their labors. Bro, How- 
sare and his faithful wife are missionary 
servants and they will do all they can to 
keep up the good work in that line. Although 
they have been in Norfolk only a little while, 
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yet they have made for themselves a large 
place in the hearts of the people. 

We did not have the opportunity to visit 
any of the other churches, but we heard 
from them all. The Third church is now ex- 
pectant for larger service, as their pastor, 
Rev. A. M. Hanson, Barnes City, Iowa, is 
expected in a few weeks to take up the 
work. Bro. Bryant of the Berkley church 
is in a series of meetings now, and is re- 
ported as having a fine work in progress. 
Rev. M. W. Butler is assisting him. Rev. D. 
A. Keys at South Norfolk has made a good 
start in his work, and the future is hopeful. 
Rosemont is under the care of Bro. How- 
sare and is an active little bee-hive in the 
Master’s service. In Portsmouth, Rev. J. 
W. Harrell and his people are very busy, 
completing their house of worship—said to 
be one of the finest houses of worship in 
the Southern Christian Convention, the Suf- 
folk church possibly excepted. Their Sun- 
day-school has reached high water mark, 
we believe nearly four hundred. Lambert’s 
Point, Rev. J. W. Barrett, pastor, is stead- 
ily growing and is now in its highest state 
of usefulness. Through great trials it has 
fought its way, till to-day it looks as if its 
sun is rising for a day of larger service. Its 
pastor has had a difficult task, under many 
trials, but he has bravely stood the test so 
far by the Lord’s help, and he is pressing on 
in the hope of a better and a brighter day. 
The work at Lambert’s Point has been a 
real test of faith and strength, but it looks 
as if victory is dawning. Its congregations 
are larger than ever, and the spiritual inter- 
est is good. Its example in the city is al- 
ready marked for good. 

It was only a few years ago that the 
Christian Church had only one little church 
in Norfolk and vicinity. Now they have 
seven churches in Norfolk and in the near- 
by centers. While serving the Temple we 
had the pleasure of organizing three of these, 
and the work goes on—three others have 
been organized since we left there, and the 
end is not yet. Tide-water, Virginia, and 
more especially that part which includes Nor- 
folk, and the surrounding community, is one 
of the most hopeful sections in all the South 
for the enlargement of our work, and we 
may add truthfully, it is the result of mis- 
sionary effort. It pays to be missionary.

The 
man who can be brought to see himself, as 
others see him will most surely get help. 
If we have the gadding disposition, we 
eught to be brought to see that fact it 
is about the only way we may be helped. 
A gadder is not likely to make a good work- 
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er. They have no time for work—running 
about uses it up. Mr. Ridgeway says: 

“Jesus did not want His workers to be 
Gadders. I have my opinion of gadding min- 
isters, gadding superintendents, and gadding 
teachers——yes, and gadding scholars. Where 
is Mr. So-and-so to-day? ‘

Well, we will try to get along the best 
we can. Speaking is all right, and singing 
for the sick is splendid, but right here is 
the Master’s job to be done. Guy Edwards 
is a good Christian fellow and a fine speaker, 
and capable in many ways. He used to 
have a fine Sunday-school, but he was for- 
ever away speaking at this place, or away 
conventioning at that, and so into all sorts 
of things that he never stayed long enough 
upon any one thing to arrive anywhere. His 
Sunday-school all went to pieces—and Guy 
wonders why. All Christian work is good, 
but when you are on your way to fetch the 
doctor, you don’t go aside to preach to poor 
old drunken Doc Valentine on the sin of 
drunkenness, do you? Preserve me from the 
Gadder.”—John 17: 4. 

Finish the work the Lord has given you 
to do before you run off to do other things. 
One piece of work properly finished is worth 
a half-dozen begun and left unfinished. Do 
not gad—better stay by your job and finish 
it nicely, and then you can go—to look for 
another. That will be more help to the 
Lord’s work and more to your credit, than 
it will be to make speeches, or sing, or wait 
on people where you have not been person- 
ally called. “But”, says one, “may we not 
be called to go to another place and do 
work for the Lord?’ Yes, certainly, but not 
till your other work, given you before, is 
finished. The Lord does not call any man 
to do two things at one time in different 
places. If He has called you to teach a 
Sunday-school class, you may be sure He 
will not call you to do something else at the 
hour that class is to be taught, for that 
is the work given to you for that hour. Do 
not be induced to leave that work under 
the plea that you can work elsewhere. That 
may be true under some circumstances, but 
you cannot work elsewhere till this work 
is accomplished. The Lord is most reason- 
able. He does not require you to work at 
two places at one time. You will be sensi- 
ble to stand by your job, if the Lord gave 
it to vou—do that well, or you might not 
get pay for that, or get another when you 
wish it.

A MATTER VITAL TO THE WELFARE 
OF THIS COUNTRY 

Is it so great as that? Yes, it is vital to 
both our family and national life. It is also 
of the highest importance to our church life 
and work. We do not wish to raise your 
expectations too high, as you might turn 
away without giving the matter the atten- 
tion it deserves. Take the matter up and 
give it a careful consideration through to 
the end, and see if you do not agree that 
the thought presented is vital to every good 
and noble interest in this beautiful land of 
ours—the land God gave us for our earthly 
home. 

In the first place we wish to ask you to 
give the department called “Beacon Lights 
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for the Christian Life” in this issue special 
attention, as presenting the Bible view of 
the same subject. Give it careful attention 
—get God’s view of the question, and then 
come back to this article and read what Dr. 
P. S. Henson has to say in the selection 
which follows. Dr. Henson, as you may 
know, is a man of great ability, and a man 
who sticks to the “old paths” and defends 
what he believes to be the truth of God. He 
is in favor of the real work of grace in the 
lives of the people. As you will see he 
makes it plain that the church has no more 
religion than the home has. In other words 
the religion which cannot be found in the 
home cannot be found anywhere. Dr. Hen- 
son says: 


We live in an age when even barnyard 
fowls are hatched not as of old by brooding 
mothers, but in incubators, and when socio- 
logical doctrines are proposing to improve 
upon God’s old-fashioned methods by the 
introduction of institutional arrangements 
for the raising of humanity to a higher 
level. I have no sort of disposition to dis- 
parage institutional arrangements when 
nothing better can be done, but the wit of 
man has never devised, and never will de- 
vise, anything comparable to the home for 
the development of noblest manhood. And 
just so in the matter of the world’s evan- 
gelization. 


Far be it from me to disparage what we 
call the ministry. “Go ye into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture.” This is the province of the minis- 
try. I thank God who has put me into it. 
But what we call the ministry of the pulpit 
was never meant to be a substitute for the 
more sacred and effective ministry of the 
home. 


Every now and then some father entreats 
me to talk to his son upon the subject of his 
soul’s salvation. ‘Most gladly,’ I am ac- 
customed to reply. “But have you talked 
to him?’ I ask. And he is apt to answer, 
“No; I cannot, for I choke so when I try.” 
“Well, choke then,” I say to him; “the 
more you choke the more likely you are to 
win him to Christ.” 


Nor would I belittle the Sunday-schools, 
But we do well to remember that the 
thought of Robert Raikes in the founding 
of the Sunday-school, was to make provi- 
sion for neglected waifs, whose parents 
were poor and irreligious and unable to fur- 
nish them with education either secular or 
sacred. But he never dreamed of relieving 
Christian parents of this personal responsi- 
bility for the religious education of their 
children. God meant the father to be the 
priest and the mother the priestess of the 
family, and when these sacred ministries 
are transferred to others who have neither 
the love nor the authority of the parental 
relation, then the decadence of Christianity 
has begun and God only knows to what 
depths it may sink. 

Time and again we are treated to im- 
passioned discussions of the revival that is 
needed, and the revival that is coming, and 
of the methods that are needed for its suc- 
cessful inauguration; but let us be sure of 
this, that it will not be brought about by 
flaming evangelists in monster mass meet- 
ings. but by the rebuilding of family altars 
and the rekindling of the form of family 
religion. There is no more religion any- 
where than there is in the home. If we 
would .serve the world we must serve the 
home. And the Lord Himself has solemnly 
assured us that the latter day glory will 
only be ushered in by the “turning of the 
hearts of the fathers to the children and 
the hearts of the children to the fathers,” 
and that means the revival of religion in 
the home.

How very true the words of our 
Lord, “Nevertheless when the Son of man 
cometh will He find faith (literally firmness) 
upon the earth?’ Those words of Jesus seem 
to have a striking significance for these early 
days of the Twentieth Century, when men and 
women seem to become firm in error more 
readily than in their devotion to the truth. 
Over-severity toward men and women who 
are in error may please the carnal nature 
of man, but it cannot help the spiritual life 
of those who use it, or of those against 
whom the severity is used. Jesus was not 
severe in His language against the sinner 
except where He spoke of the hypocrite. Evy- 
en in that case we cannot be sure we are 
right, as He was. Our judgment might be 
wrong, but His was always right. Let us 
be careful as to over-severity toward those 
who differ from us. It is right to point 
out error, but that should generally be done 
tenderly in lové, as giving much the better 
chance to reach and help any who may be 
in error. 
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National Missionary Conference

With a strong program and a fine attend- 
ance the National Missionary Congress, held 
at Chicago, Ill, May 3-6, closed the great 
Laymen’s Missionary Movement Campaign 
which has covered the entire country the 
past six months. And yet we ought not to 
speak of closing the campaign, for it is 
only begun, and no doubt conventions will 
be held and multiplied in the year to come. 
The campaign is just begun. To hold seven- 
ty-five missionary conventions in as many 
cities in succession was a task that no body 
of men had ever set for themselves prior to 
the undertaking by the Laymen’s Movement. 
But the results have certainly proved the 
possibility and wisdom of such a task. 

The Congress at Chicago was held in the 
big Auditorium Theater, which is said to 
hold nearly 5,000 persons when packed to 
its full capacity. About 4,000 men are said 
to have been in attendance, gathered from 
all parts of the country, every state in the 
Union being represented, with an exception 
or two. We met with men from parts of the 
country as far separate as the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts, and they were all.talking the 
same story. One man from Georgia had at- 
tended two conventions in the south, said 
that he had had just a taste and felt that 
he must go to Chicago. When asked what 
he was going to do to eliminate this mission- 
ary microbe from his system, he replied that 
he didn’t want to eliminate it, and hoped 
that many more people would catch it. A 
lady sat down in the seat beside him in the 
car, and for two or three hours she listened 
to a most eloquent presentation of the mis- 
sionary question, and reminiscences of the 
laymen’s conventions. This was but a sam- 
ple of the propagandism carried on by dele- 
gates en route to Chicago. 

Those 4,000 men were mostly business and 
professional men, and a merchant presided 
in masterly manner. They were men in the 
prime of life or younger, with only a small 
proportion of -the gray heads among them, 
men of means interested in large affairs, and 
now vitally interested in the’ question of 
world-evangelization. It was an inspiration 
to view such an audience from the platform, 
as session after session the men returned to 
listen and applaud and gather information. 
The very sight of such men was calculated 
to knock the pessimism out of the most pes- 
stmistic. Remember that many thousand men, 
just as good and devoted, have been in the 
campaign during the winter and spring. 

The familiar Chinese dragon and Siamese 
white elephant adorned the front of the 
theater, while mottoes were displayed, “This 
is the only Generation we can Reach”, “The 
Evangelization of the World in this Genera- 
tion”, “We can do it and we Will.” No sen- 
sational device of any sort was resorted to 
to draw crowds. The King’s business held 
sway. And promptly on the dot sessions op- 
ened with singing, Scripture reading and 
prayer. Somehow the soulful singing of 


the sterling old church hymns seemed to cast 
a spell over the audience. There was music, 
harmony, worship, meaning, go in the singing 
led by the big pipe organ and a precentor. 


With a few words appropriately spoken each 
number on the program was announced, and 
speakers usually plunged into their subjects 
directly. The chairman said the Congress 
was a business man’s convention, and it was 
characterized by business directness. The 
Golden Rule was in it too. 

And the addresses—they will be published, 
and you can read them, but I cannot re- 
produce them. Lord William Cecil of Eng- 
land was the first speaker the writer heard, 
handling a great subject, “Present World- 
Conditions the Church’s Opportunity”. He 
spoke largely from his own observations in 
China, and showed how great are the chanc- 
es confronting Christians to-day.. J. A. Me- 
Donald, LL. D., of the Toronto Globe deliv- 
ered a masterpiece on “America’s World-Re- 
sponsibility”, His participation in the Cana- 
dian campaign and Congress a year ago gave 
his address even greater weight than it 
might otherwise have had. And he laid 
the responsibility on heavy, too. Then fol- 
lowed “The Supreme Opportunity of Our 
Generation”, by J. Campbell White, of New 
York. Mr. White has been the heart of this 
Movement and campaign, and spoke as con- 
vincingly as ever of the Lord’s will that 
the world should be evangelized, the church’s 
ability to shoulder the task, and the world’s 
readiness. He used figures which have be- 
come entirely familiar during the campaign. 
But we cannot follow the program. Per- 
haps the most striking address of Wednes- 
day was that of Hon. S. B. Capen, who told 
us of “The Nation’s Response to the National 
Campaign”. He brought out twelve points 
in his vigorous fashion, and elicited repeat- 
ed applause as he told how tremendously 
this missionary idea has been gripping men, 
and what it has made them do. 


Eight sectional conferences occupied Wed- 
nesday afternoon, when physicians and sur- 
geons, ministers, church officers, Sunday- 
school workers, lawyers, business men, broth- 
erhood men, and editors gathered at ap- 
pointed places and viewed the missionary idea 
from their angles of vision. The writer went 
to the editor’s conference, and that was ex- 
ceedingly valuable. We heard business men 
say that their conference was beyond any- 
thing they ever experienced, and some of 
those men of affairs stood up and revealed 
the recesses of their souls and their new- 
found love for Christ and the gospel in a way 
that almost lifted auditors from their seats. 

A survey of the field was given Thursday 
forenoon by men directly from the fields 
and of large knowledge. We heard men 
commenting on their new and enlarged vis- 
fon. In the afternoon conferences by de- 
nominations were held. The nine men from 
the Christian denomination appointed a ses- 
sion at an early hour after dinner, talked 
over the situation, determined what they 
would do to pass on the Congress and the 
Movement, and then went to the Conference 
of Congress delegates. 

Thursday evening was a star attraction, 
with Bishop Woodcock of Louisville, talkiug 
on “Prayer and Missions”, Mr. Alfred E. 
Marling of New York, chairman of the Con- 
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gress, talking on “Money and the Kingdom”, 
and Mr. Robert E. Speer, of New York, talk- 
ing on “Foreign Missions and Christian Un- 
ity’’. The whole Christian denomination 
should have been present to hear Mr. Speer 
preach the most wonderful sermon on Chris- 
tian unity that we have ever heard. Prob- 
ably no man in the country has ever had 
such a representative audience from all over 
the Union to talk to upon such a subject. 
And his doctrine was powerful and radical 
in the proper sense of the word. He even 
commended corporate union in mission lands, 
and gave us a severe call-down for holding 
ourselves apart in this land. He probably 
told the whole truth when he said that if 
the church in America would dead-in-earn- 
est undertake the task of evangelizing the 
world, the denominations would flow togeth- 
er naturally. We saw some ministers with 
whom Mr. Speer’s doctrine disagreed, but 
you may depend upon it that the laymen 
were with him heart and hand, and if the 
ministers would get out of the way, there 
would be unity in short order in this land 
of ours. 

But this must be cut short. Others of 
our party will write their thoughts of the 
Congress. The outcome of the campaign 
and Congress was the adoption of a nation- 
al policy, a*copy of which follows: 


In view of the Fatherhood of God, the 
unity of the human race and the sufficiency 
and finality of the gospel of Christ; 

Knowing that the field is the world and 
that this is the only generation we can reach: 

This first NATIONAL MISSIONARY 
CONGRESS in the United States, represent- 
ing more than twenty millions of church 
members, recognizes the immediate world- 
wide presentation of the gospel messages to 
be the central and commanding obligation 
resting upon all Christian churches, and 
declares its conviction that the church of our 
generation can and should obey literally the 
great commission of our Lord, to preach 
the gospel to every creature. 

As indicating the measure of effort re- 
quired among the non-Christian peoples of 
the earth, we accept as a working policy, 
the standard that, in addition to the native 
agencies, there should be provided from the 
churches of Christian lands an average of 
at least one missionary to every twenty-five 
thousand of the people to be evangelized. 
This would require the quadrupling of our 
present force of workers, and a corresponding 
increase in contributions from approximate- 
ly $11,000,000 last year to about $45,000,000 
annually. This estimate indicates the meas- 
ure of personal duty at home rather than 
the method of missionary work abroad, in 
determining which diversities of conditions 
in the work, dissimilarities of equipment and 
power among the workers, the part to be 
taken by the native churches which are to 
be raised up to do the great bulk of the 
work as self-supporting and self-propagating 
agencies, must all be taken into account. 

We declare our conviction that according 
to their ability and opportunity, the laymen 
of the churches are equally responsible with 
the ministers to pray and to plan, to give 
and to work for the coming of the Kingdom 
of God upon earth. We believe that the 
call to share activity in extending the knowl- 
edge of Christ presents to every man his 
supreme opportunity for development, use- 
fulness, and satisfaction, and we appeal to 
men everywhere to invest their intelligence, 
their influence, their energy, and their pos- 
sessions in the united effort of the church 
of Christ to evangelize the world. 

While seeking the enlistment of all the 
laymen of the church in fulfilling the mis- 
sionary task of our generation, we declare 
our belief that this work is the work of the 
organized church, and that the natural lead- 
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ers in it are the ministers and the mission- 
ary agencies of the various churches; and 
it is our conviction that all that is done 
in the name of the Laymen’s Missionary 
Movement should help to strengthen these 
leaders and the agencies through which the 
churches as such must discharge their mis- 
Ssionary responsibility. 

We urge the adoption by every church of 
regular and thorough methods of missionary 
education and finance, culminating once each 
year in an organized personal canvass of 
each congregation, with the earnest pur- 
pose of securing the systematic and pro- 
portionate contributions of every member 
toward the world-wide propagation of. the 
Christian evangel, and we recommend for 
universal adoption the Scriptural plan of a 
missionary offering every week, in order that 
this vast world enterprise may be kept con- 
stantly in the minds and prayers of all 
Christians, and that funds for the work 
may be adequate and steadily available. 

We recommend that there be formed in 
each individual church a strong Missionary 
Committee, charged with the responsibility 
of promoting missionary intelligence, inter- 
cession and contributions, and that in each 
city or county where work is undertaken a 
Co-operating Committee of the Laymen’s 
Missionary Movement be formed, composed 
of laymen, selected so far as possible by the 
various churches to represent their constit- 
uency in the territory covered, and that 
the Laymen’s Missionary Movement, through 
its Executive Committee, in co-operation 
with the established missionary agencies of 
the several churches, be authorized to provide 
such measures for the supervision and as- 
sistance of these Co-operating Committees as 
the providential developments of the work 
may require. 

We earnestly remind all Christians of the 
duty of habitual prayer for missionaries; 
for native Christians; and for pastors and 
churches at home; that laborers may be 
thrust forth into all harvest fields; that the 
unity of the church may be realized and 
that the glory of God may be universally 
revealed. 

Remembering that the promises of divine 
blessing are conditioned upon obedience to 
the will of God, and recognizing the deep 
spiritual quickening which has already come 
to the churches in many parts of the United 
States and Canada, through the awakening 
of the missionary spirit, we call upon the 
whole membership of the churches here rep- 
resented to unite with us in discharging our 
personal and national missionary obligations. 

Assembled in this NATIONAL MISSION- 
ARY CONGRESS, and deeply persuaded of 
the power of Christ through His united 
chureh to solve all the problems of human 
society, we desire to unite with the churches 
of Canada and of our sister nations through- 
out Christendom, as loyal servants of the 
King of Kings, in a comprehensive and ad- 
equate campaign for the conquest of the 
world by Jesus Christ, who is the Way, the 
Truth and the Life, the Desire of nations, 
and the Light of the world.

LET US KEEP THE SABBATH 


The increasing tendency in many quarters 
to ignore the sacredness of the first day in 
the week has properly incited many religious 
bodies to make strong declarations in favor 
of stricter Sunday observance. 


One of the most pronounced of these ut- 
terances was that of the Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly, at its recent session in Den- 
ver, Colorado. This great gathering of 
preachers and laymen from all over the coun- 
try adopted a series of resolutions, present- 
ed by the special committee on Sabbath ob- 
servance, which covers the subject most ade- 
quately from the church’s standpoint. The 
resolutions enjoin ministers, officers, and 
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members of the church to discourage holding 
funerals on Sunday; emphatically disap- 
prove all secular uses of the day, all games 
and sports, all unnecessary traveling and ex- 
cursions; urge employers to recognize the 
need of a weekly rest day for laboring men; 
request families not to buy on the Sabbath, 
to help their servants fulfil their religious 
duties, and to so pay laborers that the lat- 
ter may have Saturday afternoon to provide 
for Sunday; indorse the Saturday half-holi- 


day plan, as tending to the better observ- 
ance of the Sabbath; condemn the Sunday 
newspaper, urging church members to refuse 
to subscribe for, read, or advertise in it; 
and ask faculties of colleges and seminaries 
to omit, if possible, recitations on Monday 
mornings, so that students may not be tempt- 
ed to prepare their lessons on Sunday. 

Here is the whole matter in a nutshell, 
voiced as the great mass of church-going peo- 
ple would have it.—Leslie’s Weekly.

Is it right 
that the unfortunate should serve the fortu- 
nate? Is it just and holy that the weak 
should serve the strong? No. I am as confi- 
dent that God is displeased with that kind 
of procedure as I am sure that He hates 
sin with an undying hatred. 


In the story of the good Samaritan, the 
Great Teacher of true social, as well as true 
spiritual life, has taught the lesson of broth- 
erhood. 


Man’s business is not to live for self only, 
but to help the needy. In the study of social, 
financial, political and spiritual conditions 
of the country, people should not forget to 
give honor to whom honor is due. When con- 
ditions are such that men have the oppor- 
tunity to take hold of raw material and con- 
vert it into useful articles, thus becoming a 
public benefactor, people should be grateful 
enough to recognize the value of such men, 
and give them the honor which rightfully be- 
longs to those who have served the people 


in any capacity. We should remember, how- 
ever, that no man or men regardless of his or 
their service to the world have a right to be 
paid and honored at the expense of other 
people. ;

Now where was Paul fourteen years be- 
fore this, and what happened to him at that 
time? At the top of this page in my Oxford 
Bible the date of the writing of this letter 
is given as 60 A. D. Fourteen years before 
this date was 46 A. D. Where was Paul in 
A. D. 46? and is there any record of anything 
befalling him? Yes—the Acts of the Apos- 
tles is the only Biblical history of the Apos- 
tles. and being written by Luke, the compan- 
ion of Paul, it fuller account of 
Paul's travels and work than of any of the 
other Apostles. Hence we look for the year 
46. Turning page by page we first find 46 
at the beginning of the 14th chapter. 
let us see if we find Paul anywhere here. 
As we read we find Paul and Barnabas were 
at Iconium where they were used of God to 
convert a large number of the Jews and of 
the Greeks; but the unbelieving Jews raised 
a sedition against him and they, Paul and 
Barnabas, fled to Lystra and Lyconia and 
the round about. At Lystra Paul 
healed a lame man and the people were so 
amazed at it that they thought their gods 
had come down to them in the likeness of 
men, and they were about to do sacrifice to 
them ; but Paul and Barnabas ran in amongst 
them, saying that they, Paul and Barnabas 
were but men like themselves, and thus suc- 
ceeded in quieting the people and prevented 
the sacrifices.—This brings us to the 19th 
verse.

Then there came thither certain Jews from 
Antioch and Iconium who easily persuaded the 
people that these, being but men, were working 
magic and had healed the lame man by Beel- 
zebub, the Prince of Evil, and thereby raised 
a mob which caught Paul and stoned him 
to death, and dragged him out of the city 
believing he was dead. Now when a man is 
stoned to death, and especially by an enraged 
mob, his body and his head must of neces- 
sity have been badly mutilated, and being 
dragged (esuron ero) onthe rough and stony 
ground to the scavenger field outside of the 
city and left to be devoured by jackals, his 
body, and perhaps his face, must have been 
more or less lacerated. Paul in this condi- 
tion says he did not know whether he was 
in the body or out of the body, but he did 
know that he was caught up into the third 
heaven into the presence of Jesus, and heard 





things which were not lawful for him to re- 
peat. 

Now this is the time Paul refers to in II 
Cor. 12th chapter; and at this time is where 
he received his theological education, and 
where the entire plan of man’s salvation and 
future destiny was unfolded to him. These 
things were not revealed to him at the time 
he was arrested on: the road to Damascus; 
for Paul was not a converted man till the 
day Ananias prayed for him and _ restored 
his sight. 

sefore this stoning Paul preached like the 
other Apostles, and proved from the scrip- 
tures and from his own experience on the 
road to Damascus that Jesus was the true 
Messiah, and the Son of God. But from this 
time onward he preached the hidden things 
of God,—things that had been hidden from 
men and angels from the foundation of the 
world,—things that the other apostles knew 


nothing of, as Peter says, things that are 
hard to be understood. Paul says to the 


Galatians, “I certify to you, brethren, that 
the gospel which IT preach unto you is not of 
man, for T neither received it of man, neith- 
er was I taught it but by the revelation of 
Jesus Christ.” 


Now, let us turn again to the twelfth chap- 
ter of 2 Corinthians and see how minutely 
Paul describes this whole affair. (Verse 7.) 
And lest I should be exalted above measure 
through the surpassing greatness (huperbole) 
of the revelation, there was given me a thorn 
in the flesh, the messenger of Satan to buffet 
me, lest I should be exalted above measure.” 
—thorn—the bodily injuries received at the 
hands of the messengers of Satan,—the wick- 
ed Jews from Antioch and Iconium. Reve- 
lation,—the revelations of the many things 
respecting Christ's kingdom, and God’s plan 
respecting His before determined will relat- 
ing to the believers in Jesus as afterwards 
revealed to us by Paul’s letters to the 
churches. (1 Cor. 12: 7-11; 3:16; 6:2) (1 
Thes. 4: 16-17.) (1 Tim. 6:16, 1 Cor. 15: 51- 
54.) (Rom. 8:17; Rom. 1:6), ete. 


Verse 8.—For the removal of this infirmity, 
I besought the Lord thrice that it might de- 
part from me; but He said unto me, My 
grace is sufficient for thee; for my strength 
is made perfect in your weakness. 

Now that Paul’s body was injured and ren- 
dered weak, etc., is shown: 

First.—By the fact that very soon after 
the stoning we find he has taken Luke, the 
physician, with him in all his travels to care 
for him professionally and to act as his 
amanuensis. 

Second—By his letters to the Galatians 
and Corinthians—Gal. 4:15—for I bear you 
record that, if it had been possible ye would 
have plucked out your own eyes and have 
given them to me; 6:11. You see with how 
large Ictters (dative of means) I am writing 
unto you with mine own hand, showing that 
his eyes were badly injured. I have heard 
many preachers say the malady of Paul’s eyes 
was the result of the exceeding brightness 
of the light he saw on the road to Damascus; 
but that statement is not true, for when 
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Ananias laid his hands on him, God restored 
him to perfect sight. Again Gal. 4:14, and 
my temptation (calamity, affliction) which 
was in my flesh ye despised not nor rejected. 
2 Cor. 10: 10—For his letters, say they, are 
weighty and powerful; but his bodily pres- 
ence is weak (feebleness, want of strength) 
and his speech contemptible, showing that his 
mouth and face were so injured that his 
speech very faulty—even disgusting. 
Indeed Paul could truly say, “From hence- 
forth let no man trouble me; for I bear in 
my body the marks of the Lord Jesus.” 

Christ’s body was mutilated by the crown 
of thorns, the spear and the nails inflicted 
by the relentless hatred of sinful men. Paul's 
body was also sadly mutilated by the same 
class of men and for the same reason, so that 
each bore the marks inflicted by the enemies 
of God. Christ first—Paul afterwards. 

Knowing these afflictions under which 
Paul labored, throws much light on some of 
his letters. 

Tradition says Paul was red-headed, and 
bow-legged, and that his speech and general 
appearance were repulsive and detestable.

GREAT SERMONS 
BY REV. CHAS, W. PITCHER 


Jesus has set the keystone in the arch of 
Christian evidences; He has demonstrated 
the power of life over death, and made real 
His claim that He would rise again. 

He has ascended into Heaven, and said to 
His disciples just before leaving them “Ye 
shall receive power after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you and ye shall be My witness- 
es, both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and 
in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of 
the earth.” 

Immediately the disciples go to prayer, 
they continue ‘till the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit come, then Peter preaches; men would 
hardly call it a “great sermon”, judged by 
earthly standards, a recital of prophecy ful- 
filled, of the doctrine of the atonement of 
the fact that he and his companions were 
witnesses of the resurrection, the Lordship 
of Christ, but because of the Divine baptism, 
and the perfect conviction of truth on Peter's 
part, and his witnessing, at once men and 
women called out “what shall we do?’ then 
came the command “Repent! and be bap- 
tized,” ete. 

Can a better commentary on what consti- 
tutes a “great sermon” be found? 

Literary productions, whose end is to any 
degree merely homiletic, are not necessarily 
great sermons. A layman who has experi- 
enced the deep truths of God and can witness 
to them in a few words, may be able to 
preach a far greater sermon than the theolo- 
gian, or Bible scholar, whose study has lin- 
gered principally in the “letter”. 

What clergyman has not sometimes labored 
long and earnestly to elaborate a scholarly 
argument for the purpose of convincing some 
learned man in his congregation of the truth 
of the gospel, and wondered that his “great 
effort” has had no such effect as desired? 

The fact is that great minds among men 
of affairs are quite likely to be similar to 
Daniel Websters, who went to church to 
hear not arguments but a plain presentation 
of Truth, and who did not feel angered if his 
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Is it not true 


own sins were denounced. 
that especially in this matter of religious life, 
“A man convinced against his will, is .of the 
same opinion still’? a man may be “almost 
persuaded to be a Christian” but unless the 
Spirit of God quicken the seed of His Word, 
he will “wait for a more convenient season”. 


Christ to-day wants witnesses! had He 
wanted advocates, defenders, custodians, 
would He not at that pivotal moment have 
spoken differently? but “Ye shall be My wit- 
nesses”, is His will. 


John Knox witnessed, and he stained his 
study walls with prayer to do it. But Scot- 
land was the fruit. Scotland saved from de- 
struction, saved for Ged. Paul was mighty 
but every sermon was based upon “I know 
whom I have believed,” etc. 

Did ever days need power, just the power 
of the gospel more than these, when men 
seem money-mad, and the trend of things is 
toward extravagance and intemperance, when 
evil seems*to say to good “what are you going 
to do about it’? Oh! do we not need more 
POWER TO DO THINGS IN THE 
CHURCH? 

Take a well-conned illustration from our 
national history. At Gettysburg, Edward 
Everett delivered one of the greatest orations 
of any age, a magnificent effort. 
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When the wave of admiration had passed, 
Abraham Lincoln, plain as a child, arose; 
history says he did so with much trepida- 
tion, believing his words inadequate to the 
great occasion, but knowing to the deepest 
sources of his great nature the issues of 
life and death, he spoke about 250 words, 
just a few moments as to time, and yet his 
words ring constantly in and through the 
mind and heart of every true American, vi- 
talizing and enduring. WHY? while Everett’s 
oration lies on the bookshelves of scholars, 
and few read it, why should this far inferior 
speech linger in memory and inspire the mul- 
titudes? 

Let Lincoln himself answer; “The world 
will little note nor long remember what we 
say here, but it can never forget what they 
(the soldier dead) did here.” Lincoln died a 
thousand deaths in the death of his beloved 
soldiers, his life was that which made the 
words great. 

Jesus said through His gospel that His 
LIFE was the light of men. 

Our times need great sermons, the more el- 
oquent and finished the better, but sermons 
that shall awake men to righteousness, con- 
vince of sin, and cause to cry out “Men and 
brethren, what shall we do to be saved?”

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Ye Must Be Born Again

“Jesus eneswered and said unto. him, Verily, 
verily I say unto thee, except a man be born again 
he cannot sce the kingdom of God.”—John 3: 3. 


Here is a subject which has called forth 
considerable *thought and attention and yet 
there is no subject of the Bible which is 
neglected more. It is the most essential of 
any given by the master mind of Him who 
traversed the hills of Judea or walked upon 
the waves of Galilee. Without it men do 
not live, they merely exist. It is the life 
preserver of a priceless soul cast upon the 
rolling tide of time amid the thunderclaps of 
ages. 

“Ye must be born again” is the only reme- 
dy, the only prescription given to a sin-sick 
soul that is truly dying. It covers every 
technicality in all of Christ’s teaching, and 
gives new life to every thought. The man 
who is born again need not fear the future 
nor doubt the reality of Heaven’s joy, for 
his sins have been pardoned, his heart is 
fflled with peace and glory; and his one pur- 
pose is to do the will of his Master. If you 
ask him about his new-found treasure, he 
will say to you, “I do not know from whence 
ig came, nor whither it goeth; one thing I 
know that whereas I was blind, now I see.” 


I have noticed in the HERALD OF GOSPEL 
LIBERTY, these questions asked and answered, 
“What is the matter with the churches?’ 
“Why are they so weak, and whose fault is 
it?” 

It is true there is something wrong some- 
where. Churches have not the influence for 
good they ought to have. Some are divided 
ever preachers, some have resorted to box 
suppers, and church festivals. They seem 
to think they cannot get along without call- 
ing in the world to help them. ® 


I know of one church that gave a box 
supper which resulted in a general strife 
among its members. I was told that the 
proceeds of that supper were intended to 
pay on the minister’s salary. God deliver 
me, if I cannot get my salary any other 
way. I do not mean by this that we are not 
to receive money from the world if they 
want to give &; but that we should be care- 
ful how we get it. 

What do you suppose Christ would do, 
should He walk in on them in the midst 
of thelr worldly revelry? I imagine He 
would gather up those old-time worn whip 
cords, and deliberately drive them out say- 
ing, “Is it not written, my house shall be 
called of all nations a house of prayer, but 
ye have made it” * * * *? > 

There is a lack of spirituality among th 
brethren of the churches. “Ye must be born 
again”, born of the Spirit, born of power; 
else you have no guide; you have no witness 
of the spirit within. Christ has said in John 
16:13, “Howbeit when he the spirit of truth 
is come, he will guide you in all truth, for 
he shall not speak of himself, but whatso- 
ever he shall hear that shall he speak, and 
he will shew you things to come.” 

I think about half the professed Chris- 
tians have been born of the Spirit, and 


are living in harmony with God and His 
law. You say how do I know? Let us 
make an estimate, and perhaps we can 
find out. How many of your church mem- 
bers can be depended on? How many do you 
think are led by the Spirit? You say, “I 
think, perhaps, about half the names we 
have on the church book; while in some 
churches I know of, one third would include 
all the faithful ones, and in some other 
churches there are only about two or three 
leading members. 

That reminds me of acallI had some few 
years ago to hold a revival meeting at one 
of our churches in Illinois. When I arrived 
on the scene, they were all strangers to 
me; so I naturally began thinking about my 
congregation. I commenced at once a search 
for those who were, or ought to have been 
born of the Spirit. Out of a number of one 
hundred members I found three that would 
stand as witnesses, and give testimony of 
the Spirit within; and only two that would 
offer prayer. Paul says in (Rom. 8:9) “Now 
if any man have not the spirit of Christ 
he is none of His.” 

Too many are depending on their good 
morals, and some on their pocket-books to 
help them to Heaven. They have the form 
of godliness, but deny the power thereof. 

Some say it is the fault of the minister. 
I am willing to admit that the minister is 
somewhat to blame, but not all. Why did 
not He Who unstopped the deaf ear, and 
opened the eyes of the blind; He Who spake 
as never man spake; He who spake as one 
having authority—why did not He cause all 
men to accept the great plan of redemption, 
and come into the kingdom? He was not 
popular; He did not cater to the frivolous 
notions of the people; He did not favor 
merchandise in the house of God; He did 
not look upon fine dress, manners and pol- 
ished oratory as a fit test for entrance into 
the kingdom. 

He looked upon one who was popular 
among the people, a man who was versed 
in the letters of the law, a ruler of the 
Jews, and said to him “verily, verily, I 
say unto thee ye must be born again”. 


I dare say Nicodemus was just as good 
a man and perhaps better than some .of our 
professed Christians of to-day. 

I wish these words, “Ye must be born 
again”, might be written in brilliant letters 
of gold over each church door, and burned 
in every sin-sick heart in America. May 
we preach it in every home, may we preach 
it from the pulpit, may we tell it everywhere. 

If we had one dozen spirit-born, and spir- 
it-filled Christians in each church in our 
country, we could move the world for Christ ; 
we could stop the liquor traffic; we could 
stop the slave-girl traffic; yes and the church 
traffic. 

The success of that great revival on the 
day of Pentecost was not due to Peter’s 
preaching alone, but to the one hundred 
and nineteen personal workers who had 
been moved upon by the Holy Ghost. In

that day they sold their possessions, and had 
all things common. They were not of the 
stingy class who beg from others to save 
their own wealth, but they paid the rent 
(the tenth) and gave some of their own be- 
sides, and God did not let them starve. 

But you ask, “How may we get this pow- 
er”? 

First, lay down your formalism, and then 
get down in the dust of humility. I mean 
get down on your knees, get down from your 
high estimation of self, and ask God to show 
you what to do, then do it. 

I feel there is a great need of church 
members getting right with God. Many of 
them have never been born again, have 
never been filled with the Spirit, else 
they would not be so easily hurt at 
what the preacher says. Many are like the 
great crab-tree with its roots scattered about 
it. You cannot get close to them without 
stepping on their feelings. If you preach too 
plain, they will stay at home and withhold 
their spiritual influence. I lived in a dis- 
trict once where a young man was teaching 
in a public school. He was a man who be- 
lieved in strict rules, and in having them 
obeyed. It was not long until his pupils be- 
gan dropping out one by one, and there was 
just a small number left. I’said to him one 
day, “Mr. Isley, how are you getting along 
with your school”? “Oh, very well’, said 
he, “I haven’t much to do”. The parents of 
those children made a mistake by not keep- 
ing them in school. He was a fine teacher, 
and could have taught them much haf they 
stayed in school and done their duty. 

Many times the minister finds this same 
difficulty. The church will not stand by 
him they call as church pastor, but will 
not attend as they should during revival 
meetings. There is always something they 
want to do very much about that time. In 
the country, there is a hog to kill, some fuel 
to get, they must go to town, or something is 
always in the way. Such professed followers 
are not led by the Spirit. 


I can see no reason why. we should be 
continually chastising the minister when he 
is doing about all he can to bring souls to 
God. What can a man do alone? I believe 
with a little moral and financial encourage- 
ment he would do more. 


Again I notice there are churches that 
are doing a great deal of campaigning for 
ministers. It seems they are very hard to 
suit. I have known of churches calling at 
least five or six different ministers, but 
I do not know whether they found one to 
suit them or not. I think not. 

I would like to know what is wrong. Has 
the time come when a man’s reputation does 
not count for anything, or are they looking 
for polish and education regardless of rep- 
utation? I think we may have a few such 
samples, 

Let us get down to business, for souls are 
dying in sight of the cross. They are made 
to doubt the religion of Jesus Christ when 
they see so much professionalism without 
the true manifestations of the Spirit. 

“Oh, for a closer walk with God, a calm 
and heavenly frame, a light to shine upon 
the road that leads me to the Lamb.” 

Back in my boyhood days I can remember 
some of the old-time revivals when people 
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got happy and shouted for joy. Well, it isn’t 
fashionable any more, or else they do not 
get happy enough to shout. Brethren, I 
think we will have to tune up a bit, if we 
expect to shout much in Heaven. 

Some of us ministers have become so pre- 
cise, and mannerly we think it out of place 
to give vent to the Spirit. We have a few 
cut-and-dried sermons we preach everywhere 
we go, until the people have become tired 
of them and we have become tired of them 
eurselves. We don’t get much spirit into 
eur preaching, so the preaching doesn’t get 
much Spirit into the people. Maybe we 
need a rebaptism of the Holy Ghost, or we 
have not been born again. To be born again 
is to be born of the Spirit. The change 
is not wrought by any wisdom or power of 
eur own, but by the power and influence of 
the blessed spirit of grace. It is the sanc- 
tification of the Spirit (I Pet 1:2) and re 
newing of the Holy Ghost. 

The man who is born of the Spirit and 
is led by the Spirit cannot be satisfied un- 
less he is doing something for God. He will 
seek every opportunity to lead a soul to 
Christ. 

By neglecting to do what the Master would 
have us to do, we may lose His spirit, and 
lose sight of Him. It is the same Spirit to- 
day as it was when moved upon by its 
mighty influence men spake in other tongues. 

The question is sometimes asked, “Do you 
believe that God would pour out His Spirit 
upon us as He did upon the disciples, if we

as may be judged from information already 
received, 25,000 of these care so little about 
the spread of the gospel, that no one of this 
army of 25,000 men gives as much as twenty- 
five cents ($0.28) a year for foreign missions. 








In my article published in the HERALD of 
March 8rd, under title of “How Many?” I 
figured on the possibility of securing at least 
one in seven of the 35,000 men of our church 
to give at least fifty cents ($0.50) a month. 
This, if no one gave more, would aggregate 
$80,000 a year. Is that more than our next 
Mission Board sheuld have to carry on our 
foreign work? The new board ought to have 
at least $25,000 for the work in Japan and 
Porto Rico. With that amount at their dis- 
posal a building in Ponce will become a real- 
ity instead of a dream. Our girls’ school in 
Japan could be more firmly established, and 
an aggressive work done all along the line. 
The remaining $5,000 might well be used to 
encourage the work in British Guiana, and 
establishing a mission in India. If further 
enlargement were desired, the remaining 30,- 
000 men together with all the women, would 
be able to raise enough more to open work 
in China. But there are a great many (fs 
in this kind of a program. It may serve a 
better purpose if we consider only the orig- 
inal proposition of 5,000 men raising the $30,- 
000 a year. I am confident this can and 


will be done. I am doubtful, however, of its 
being done before we meet at Albany in Oc 
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would comply with all His teachings?’ I 
answer, yes. He might not cause us to speak 
in other tongues; it would not be necessary, 
but the day of miracles is not yet past. If 
we would get ourselves in line and pray for 
a deeper work of grace, God would move upon 
us for great good. I do not mean by this 
we are to become cranks as some and destroy 
our influence, but that we are to quit every 
evil and get in line with the life of Jesus 
Christ that His great Spirit may have its 
way with us.

tober. But investigation has revealed the 
possibility of so modifying the plan for the 
present, as to make its final outworking more 
certain. This modification may serve a two- 
fold purpose. First, it may secure the pledge 
of $30,000 by men, which will begin to come 
in in approximately $2,500 monthly install- 
ments Nov. 1st; and this increase in receipts 
will encourage greater activity in securing 
the full quota of 5,000 men. 

Now what is the modification? It is this: 
For the present, instead of insisting that 
Canada, for instance, shall secure sixty-five 
(65) men who will give not less than twelve 
cents a week or fifty cents a month, if she 


-can enroll five men at forty-eight cents a 


week each, or two dollars a month each, 
that will count for twenty men secured to- 
ward her quota for the present. 

If ten men give twenty-four cents each, 
per week, or one dollar a month that will 
count for twenty more. Fifteen men would 
thus make up the amount required of forty, 
leaving them only twenty-five fifty-cents-a- 
month men to secure to come up with their 
full money quota. Yesterday when I ex- 
plained this feature of the plan to a man 
who had pledged ten dollars ($10) to the 
Koshiba fund, he said “I will send my check 
for twelve dollars ($12) then, instead of ten.” 
He seemed glad to add two dollars which 
promised enlargement of the work. Our 
church in Massachusetts which could fur- 
nish but six names for the original plan, now 
furnishes nine; so we are confidently expect- 
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ing to come to Albany with our $690 pledged 
by the men of Massachusetts, and possibly 
with our full quota of men. 


If we come with our full number of men, 
the total in money will probably exceed $800. 
It is some time since I have heard from N. 
H., but I feel confident that if they succeed 
in securing their full number of sixty mea, 
they will have at least $450 instead of the 
$360. Virginia’s apportionment of 415 men 
would mean $2,490 at fifty cents a month; 
but if the whole number of men were secured, 
it is safe to say that $3,000 would come inte 
the mission treasury from the men alone. 
That the plan is feasible is easily proven by 
making the attempt in real earnest. May we 
not have reports soon from those who are 
interested in enlarging our work?

The 
closest personal friendship and the most con- 
fidential relations exist between him and 
President McReynolds; therefore, the ut- 
most harmony and the heartiest co-operation 
will prevail. May Dr. Weston live many 
years to act as the beloved chancellor of the 
college, to bless and grace it by the nobility 
and sweetness of the spirit of his life, by 
the inspiration of his presence, and by the 
wisdom of his counsel, is the prayer of every 
student, teacher, and official.

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Practical Work Against War 


A-World Movement and its American Leaders 


By H. C. Phillips 


To the historian of the future, the close 
of the nineteenth century will mark a social 
triumph for which the world has long wait- 
ed—the passing of the glory and prestige of 
armed conflict. For the Hague Conference 
of 1899 sounded the moral doom of war. 
Henceforth, stripped of its glamour, regulat- 
ed by international agreement and hedged 
in by preventatives, war will be regarded as 
a deplorable, if necessary evil. tven the 
great armaments under which the nations 
stagger are vehemently declared to be a 
form of peace insurance; and surely the 
heavy premiums paid attest the international 
dread of conflict. 


But if the moral doom of war has struck, 
its material doom is the task of the twentieth 
century; and, judged by the events of a 
decade, nobly has the century begun its 
work. 

Even the careless observer of recent events 
must observe in the peace movement a new 
working principle, hitherto somewhat obscured 
—that of practicality. Idealism and sentiment 
have done a great work in bringing about ab- 
horrence of war and will take their part in 
the century to come; but the kaleidoscopic 
changes and striking anomalies of the last 
decade have brought out very strongly the 
need of an additional element of practical 
common sense. Eleven years have seen two 
Hague Conferences; eight cases of arbitra- 
tion carried to the Hague Tribunal; a hun- 
dred treaties of interna- 
tional arbitration, some of 
them of unlimited scope; 
sixty or more arbitrations 
between nations; a great 
war brought to an end and 
another probably averted by 
machinery made possible by 
the Hague Conference; and 
everywhere growing evi- 
dences of international 
good-will. And yet, step by 
step with this progress to- 
ward peace have gone ever- 
increasing armaments until 
the worki groans’ under 
their burdens. What does 
it mean? Must armament 
keep pace with arbitration? 
If so, peace and economic 
ruin are synonymous terms. 
Or do armaments exist be- 
cause as yet arbitration has 
offered no trustworthy sub- 
stitute? If this be true, the 
situation calls for calm 
reasoning and practical insti- 
tutions. Doubtless present 
armaments are excessive ; un- 
questionably they are a crushing burden: 
economically they are open to justifiable at- 
tack; but is there any evidence that dis- 
armament of the nations to-morrow would 
spell peace? Are armaments not an effect 


rather than a cause? And does not the prac- 
tical remedy lie rather in an international

court of such character that it will command 
the respect of the n&tions and attract an in- 
creasing number of classes of cases while 
armaments will become less and less need- 
ed and finally, perhaps, useless? 

When the first Hague Conference created 
the Hague Court it took the first and long- 
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est step in this practical campaign. The 
Court was the most practical instrument the 
great minds of the nation could then devise; 
but like all new institutions, it requires 
time to expose its defects. To-day its. im- 
perfections seem glaring; nevertheless, it 
has attracted eight cases, has demonstrated 
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the wisdom of its establishment and, more 
than this, it has paved the way for a real 
international court of justice. 


If further evidence is needed of the prac- 
tical trend of public thought, it may be 
found in the scant notice given the subject 
of disarmament in the second Hague Con- 
ference and the great amount of attention 
given to the proposition, urged most em- 
phatically by the delegates from the United 
States, for the establishment of a Judicial 
Arbitration Court, combining all the advan- 
tages of the existing Hague Court and over- 
coming its obvious disadvantages—a court 
to consist of approximately fifteen judges 
(not diplomats) under salary paid by the 
nations jointly, with annual sessions and a 
delegation always at The Hague and ready 
for business. The existing court is unwield- 
ly and hard to set into operation; for each 
case a tribunal must be selected from a 
numerous panel; the arbitrators are paid by 
the litigant nations; and the decision is oft- 
en a compromise or a diplomatic solution 
rather than a just verdict. What individ- 
ual would rest easy with an important case 
in the hands of a local court thus organized? 
And yet the Hague Court has been entrust- 
ed with international problems of a very del- 
icate nature, including the Casa Blanca dis- 
pute between France and Germany and the 
pending North Atlantic Fisheries case which 
for almost a century has baffled the diplomats 
of the United States and Great Britain. 
What more striking proof is needed that 
the new court, with none of these defects, 
would be eagerly sought for the disposition 
of many troublesome questions lurking’ in 
the archives of different state departments 
and wduld, as it won the confidence of the 


nations, naturally attract 
all but the most grave dis- 
putes? 


The second Hague Con- 
ference gave the new court 
all but existence; only the 
method of appointing judges 
remains, and this could not 
be solved because the small- 
er nations insisted that the 
equality of states be recog- 
nized. Obviously a judge 
from each nation would de- 
feat the purpose of the 
Court by making it cumber- 
some and expensive. But 
while no plan for dividing 
fifteen judges among forty- 
four nations could be de- 
vised, the Conference so left 
the matter that any num- 
ber of nations by appoint- 
ing judges, after a plan they 
may agree upon, may estab- 
lish the court for them- 
Selves. And here the mat- 
ter rested until recently 
Secretary Knox made his 
proposal that the Interna- 
tional Prize Court provided by the Hague 
Conference be given the functions and juris- 
diction of the Judicial Arbitration Court, 
thereby solving the question of apportion- 
ment of judges and utilizing existing ma- 
chinery. It should be remembered, however, 
that in the’ Prize Court the small nations 
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waived their interpretation of 
states on the ground that 
would have

The little concert recita- 
tion and exercises are mostly taught in the 
opening and closing part of the school by 
the superintendent. As soon as one special 
day is over we begin on an exercise for the 
next so that we may be prepared without 
so much extra effort when the day comes. 

We also use special Bible verses relating 
to the Sabbath and to giving which are used 
responsively, and little concert prayers which 
we use in the opening exercise. 

The duties of the officers are as follows: 
The superintendent looks after all supplies 
and conducts the opening and Closing exer- 
cises. The teachers present the lesson and 
use some kindergarten work, such as building 
church steeples, ringing church bells, naming 
the fingers and building churches with them, 
playing shepherd and lambs and the like. 
The assistants call the roll, take the offering. 
make the record, get the cards ready to give 
out, and help take the wraps and put them 
on. The organist looks after the music and 
selects hymns appropriate to the lesson or 
day. 

We have two little banks and the fourth 
Sabbath in each month is set apart for the 
children to bring their extra pennies, nickels 
and dimes for our “mission banks”; which 
are opened on both the Home and Foreign 
mission days. 


We conduct two promotions each year. 
One on Easter Sunday to promote all the 
babies in the Cradle Roll, four years old and 
above, to the Beginners’ class: and one on

The Laymen’s Missionary Movement 


DEAE BRETHREN :—A Joint Committee on 
Home Missions, representing the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in Ameri- 
ca and the Home Missions Council, has been 
of late freshly considering the relation of the 
remarkable movement which you have in 
charge to the work of extending the King- 
dom of Christ in the United States and its 
dependencies. We venture to present to your 
fraternal consideration the thoughts which 
have come to our minds. We rejoice most 
heartily in the Laymen’s Missionary Move- 
ment as one of the notable indications of this 
present time that the salvation of the world 
is a matter of deepening concern to men who 
are heavily burdened with the heavy cares 
of business. We rejoice in it as well, because 
it is one ef the ways in which people of God 
of many names are enthusiastically moving 
together. We appreciate, we think, to the 
full that deep solicitude for the evangelizing 
of the uncounted dwellers in pagan lands 
who have no hope and are without God in 
the world, which has led you in past days to 
desire that their sacred and pathetic claim 
should be urged upon the churches separate 
from every other. We cannot, however, es- 
cape the feeling that it would be a great 
misfortune if such should be your permanent 
plan of procedure. To say nothing of the 
fact that it does not adjust itself readily to 
systems of benevolence adopted and in force 
in the several denominations represented. 
to pass lightly by the perplexity which you 
and we continually feel in explaining why a 
Laymen’s Missionary Movement should ex- 
clude from the field of its vision a large and 
important section of the world, we face the 
more serious fact that such an attitude ap- 
pears to ignore certain most appealing types 
of missionary service. It does not, for in- 
stance, include 

(a) The pagans native in this country. 
some thirty tribes and bands of whom have 
no Christian work of any kind among them. 

(b) The heathen from various parts of 
Asia who live in our land, some of whom 
when converted are the most available and 
economical missionaries in Asia. 

(c) The unevangelized foreigners from 
other parts of the world who are coming 
here in such numbers as will largely deter- 
mine the character of this country before 
long as a base of operations for evangeliz- 
ing the old world. 

(d) The Africans in this country, some 
of whom are no farther removed from pagan 
ancestry than are some of our native Chris- 
tians in pagan lands. : 

(e) The Spanish Americans who are our 
nearest foreign neighbors and also those who 
have recently come under the national flag. 

(f) The overwhelming multitudes of the 
unevangelized who threaten to paganize che 
metropolitan centers of thé nation. 

(zg) The new communities which are just 
now being created and which are sure to 
speedily become, as the history of the pagt 
proves, either enthusiastic and generous cen- 
ters of force for world-wide evangelization. 
ér else impediments to that work of the 


most serious kind. In these days of world 
unity what we are to the nations of the 
earth counts for infinitely more than what 
we say to them. 

It is our earnest hope, therefore, that as 
you approach the Congress at Chicago and 
consider the adoption of a national mission- 
ary policy you will be led to enlarge your 
plans so as to include all the great outstand- 
ing features of missionary endeavor. 

Permit us in closing to say a frank and 
brotherly word. We can easily imagine that 
some of you hesitate to take such a step as 
we urge, because of your fear that the en- 
deavor to combine two sets of interests, 
which, however closely related, are in form 
and organization separated, will be accom- 
panied by differences of judgment as to the 
proportion of emphasis, relative place or 
presentation, division of funds, etc. 

We have as we believe, wide acquaint- 
ance with the minds of the men in positions 
of leadership in home mission councils, and 
are confident that we speak for them in 
the fullest way when we say that their chief 
concern in this matter is that in these days, 
when all the currents of Christian thought 
and endeavor are flowing together, the Lay- 
men’s Movement shall not be, even in ap- 
pearance, a force making for division. We 
could behold with unmixed pleasure the 
mounting of contributions for foreign mis- 
sions to sums hitherto undreamed of if only 
there be in the effort which produces such 
results a program and policy of inclusiveness. 

We are more than content that home mis- 
sion work shall get such hearing and such 
support as its intrinsic worth and the de- 
votion of those charged with its guidance 
shall command. We do not desire in any 
way to share in the fairly won prestige of 
the Laymen’s Movement, save as we bring 
to it like contributions of solid achievement 
and footing in the regard of the churches. 
We seek not yours, but you. We have no 
stipulations to make, no claims to assert. 
We simply desire that a situation which, 
though it involves no possible reflection on 
the notions or deeds of any one or of any 
organization, is yet a source of anxiety and 
embarrassment, shall by your large minded 
action be transformed into an opportunity 
and an inspiration.

To the Joint Committee of Home Missions 
Representing the Federal Council 
and the Home Missions Council 

DeaR BRETHREN :—The Executive Commit- 
tee of the Laymen’s Missionary Movement 
received with pleasure the communication 
which you addressed to them under date of 
April 16th setting forth your reasons for 
including home missions in the policy to be 
adopted at the National Missionary Congress 
in Chicago, and they desire to express to you 
their warm appreciation of the fraternal 
spirit in which your communication is con- 
ceived and stated. abd to assure you of their 
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earnest wish to reciprocate that spirit. Rec- 
ognizing fully the vital relation of the re- 
ligious conditions and needs of the home 
land to the missionary enterprise abroad, 
the Laymen’s Missionary Movement, far from 
countenancing any depreciation of the work 
at home, desires to emphasize in a strong 
way its supreme and indispensable impor- 
tance, and is eager to give all the aid it can 
to this work. Throughout the conventions 
thus far held, the Movement has laid special 
stress on the appointment of a missionary 
committee in the local church, which should 
see that all missionary interests, both home 
and foreign, are adequately provided for, 
and has also recommended that the weekly 
offering system be adopted ffor all 
missionary work. The movement has 
sought and will continue to seek, in 
the future as in the past, to emphasize 
the claims and =importanee of the 
home work and urge that in each denomina- 
tion and in each local church the whole mis- 
sionary duty must be faced and adequate 
provision made for all the work that waits 
to be done both at home and abroad. 

Upon receipt of your communication, the 
Executive Committee of the Laymen’s Mis- 
sionary Movement again fully considered the 
questions raised and reached the conclusion 
that the interdenominational Movement can- 
not, at this time, wisely change its basic 
principle of standing in a special way for 
foreign missions, for the reason that the 
Executive Committee fears, after conferring 
with various communions, and under exist- 
ing conditions in the United States of Ameri- 
ca, that it is not impossible at present to 
unite in co-operative home mission work 
in the fields which you suggest all of the 
Christian bodies which are now united in 
this Movement in carrying forward the work 
abroad. The hope, however, is strongly en- 
tertained that eventually by the efforts now 
being put forth, relations will be brought 
about, which in the future may render such 
united effort possible. The Executive Com- 
mittee also determined to authorize a con- 
ference with the Home Mtsstens Council, or 
with the Joint Committee, as you may de- 
termine. as to practical ways in which the 
Movement can further assist the home mis- 
sion causes of the Church.

JESUS LIVES

No doubt some people think that because 
once in a while a man who occupies a prom- 
inent place among scholars denies the his- 
toritity of the Founder of Christianity, the 
evidence in support of the Gospel history 
eannot be very strong. In the HERALD oF 
GosPEL Liperty, April 14, reference is made 
in an editorial to a great demonstration in 
Berlin, Germany, directed against those who 
deny the historicity of Jesus and especially 
Prof. Drew’s book, which claims that the 
Founder of our religion is not an historical 
character. Twenty thousand people are said 
to have made this demonstration against 
Prof. Drew’s claim and to show their belief 
in the fact fhat Jesus lives. 


Throughout the centuries the fiercest crit- 
icism has been directed against Christianity 
and the greatest infidel scholars have done 
their utmost to show that the religion of 
Christ is not divine, but all their theories 
are shown by Christian scholars who are at 
least as learned as those upon the other 
side, to be unreasonable, and in the vast 
majority of cases these theories are discard- 
ed after a brief existence to give place to 
others devised by the ingenuity of men who 
seem desirous of posing as intellectual lead- 
ers. 

Not only is the fact of our Lord’s existence 
one of the best attested of all events, but 
His resurrection is declared by great schol- 
ars to rest upon impregnable evidence. The 
very fact of Christianity’s existence shows 
that it must haye had an author, and how 
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can any one believe that the greatest eivil- 
izing power the world has known—indeed, 
the only true civilizing power—could have 
had its birth in imposture or in myth? 

In a former article I referred to the state- 
ment of Ebrard, a great German scholar of 
skeptical tendencies as to the miracles of 
Christ, and his statement is worth repeat- 
ing; in fact, such testimonies to the strength 
of the foundation facts of our religion de- 
serve constant reiteration. 

After a careful investigation of the facts, 
Ebrard declared that no events in all his- 
tory rested upon stronger evidence than the 
miracles of Jesus Christ. Lyman Abbott, 
who cannot be said to be a prejudiced schol- 
ar in favor of Christianity, as he denies 
much that many Christians believe, declares 
that the resurrection of our Lord is among 
the best established facts of ancient history 
and that the evidenée cannot be successfully 
attacked. The great DeWette, German schol- 
ar and radical, admitted that the fact that 
Jesus died and rose again is as well support- 
ed by evidence as that Julius Caesar lived. 

Even the Jews never denied the existence 
of Christ. The believer has no reason to be 
disturbed by any assertion of infidels. The 
greater the subject is investigated and the 
more thorough the research, the more clear- 
ly do we see that Bible truth rests upon an

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Francis Halsey’s Cross|_S

The true test of the sermon is its results. 
Some preachers have the ability to deliver 
sermons of surpassing eloquence, and yet 
their ministry is lacking in permanent con- 
sequences. Others hesitate and stammer in 
their delivery, their auditors are continually 
offended at their manner, nevertheless, 
abundant harvests follow in their wake. The 
thing which makes a sermon great is the 
personality back of it. Great personalities 
can be found in humble stations as well as 
in places of honor. No man who is mean 
and contemptible. though he speak with 
fluency, should be called truly eloquent. 

Francis Halsey was not an eloquent speak- 
er according to accepted standards, although 
he was far from being indifferent. His 
parishioners prized him because they believed 
in him, and because they felt him to be a 
coming nan. Experience they thought would 
vastly increase his powers. 

At no time during his year’s ministry had 
he made any effort to pose. His work was 
too serious an affair with him to admit of 
his making his pulpit a place for the saying 
of pretty and catchy phrases alone. He felt 
that he had been called to preach and that 
his message must come from Him who had 
sent him. 

The sermon which he delivered on the Sun- 
day following his day of despondency, in its 
outward form was not unlike many which he 
had given before. It would not have been 
called eloquent in a prominent e¢ity pulpit. 
but even in a city the congregation would 
have listened and would have been inspired 
to action. His sermon was a great sermon. 
A great personality was in the pulpit that 
day, the Master Himself. Why should the 
serinon not be great? Why should it not be 
effective? For one reason only, because of 
their unbelief. 

Had Francis Halsey been asked to give a 
synopsis of what he spoke, he would not have 
been able to have done it. He only knew 
that he had the higher interests of the Bridg- 
port church at heart and that he uttered 
the message burning within his own soul. 

He dealt chiefly with the question of 
whether or not the church should labor in 
an unselfish manner, or whether their prin- 
cipal concern should be for themselves. Christ. 
he told them. should be their example. He 
throughout His. entire ministry was laying 
down His life for others. Should his church 
not do the same? 

His objective was Old Bridgport. Here 
was a great need. Every vital need should 
be looked upon as a call from God. This 
opportunity for service should be looked up- 
on as such a call to the members of the 
church. 

True, it would take some means, some sac- 
rifice would be required. But what of that? 
Since Christ had suffered so much, ought His 
followers not be willing to undertake this so 
reasonable a thing? 

He said that the fact that the Bridgport 
church had made so meager gains during the 
past five years was indicative that they were 
not laboring in full harmony with their 







Lord's will. If the Lord’s word were fully 
obeyed, he would without fail honor it in 
an abundant fruitage. 

He made the proposal to them that he 
would conduct this work in Old Bridgport. 
would see that preaching services were main- 
tained and would look after the spiritual 
needs of the residents if the church with its 
finances would make it possible. The mat- 
ter was finally left with them to decide what 
they would do. 

All through the sermon the listeners were 
admitting to themselves that every word the 
preacher was saying was true. They felt 
that it was Christ's will to which they were 
attending. They were convinced. Why did 
they not respond? Nobody is able to tell. 
People are often convinced and then fail to 
act. The perversities of human nature 
are past finding out. 

At the close of the service many expressed 
a desire to consider the question further. It 
was finally decided to bring the matter up 
again at the mid-week meeting. 

Wednesday night came at last. The at- 
tendance at the service was larger than had 
come for many months. Francis Halsey’s 
sermon was still in the hearts of his people. 
All felt that something should be done, but 
each was unwilling to start the movement. 

The preacher called the service to order 
after the regular prayer-meeting. Up to 
this time Francis thought he could detect the 
presence of the unseen Christ. The fellow- 
ship of his brethren was sweet. After the 
session had closed all hearts felt bereft. 
Something had gone out from them, they 
knew not what. The Deacon explained the 
matter to them afterwards and then they un- 
derstood. 

Francis stated the object of the meeting. 
He used very much the same language as he 
had used on the Sunday previous. The 
plan was outlined fully and all knew what 
would be required of them. What was to be 
done depended en them. F 

Several expressed themselves as_ willing 
that the work should be done. No reasonable 
objection could be made to it. In a matter 
of this kind all stated that the majority 
should rule. 

The discussion run on in this indefinite 
manner for a while. No objections were 
made, but an unqualified assent and a posi- 
tive endorsement of the project was not giv- 
en. Such treatment is harder to combat 
than definite opposition.

I only object to Bridg- 
port doing anything in the matter owing to 
the fact that our burden is as heavy as we 
can well bear. We are now taxed to the 
limit.” 

Others spoke in a similar vein, but their 
arguments were merely a restatement of the 
arguments of the Deacon. 


Last of all the young preacher arose. 
Some of the members afterwards said that 
the look upon his face made them think of 
the words of Christ as the Roman soldiers 
were nailing Him to the cross, “Father, for- 
give them for they know not what they do.” 

In the preacher’s voice there was no petu- 
lance, only a great sorrow for his people. 
Long before the service closed he had real- 
ized the hopelessness of his plan. 


As an answer to their arguments he read 
to them the parable of our Lord relative to 
the great feast where the servants were com- 
manded to go out into the highways and 
hedges in order that the house might be 
filled. 


“Old Town,” said he, “is the place our 
Lord meant.

Elder Timothy Flanders was born in 1795, 
judging from his appearance when I was a 
small boy. I do not know ai what age he 
was converted, but think he was a middle- 
aged man when he commenced to preach, and 
it is not likely that he ever received a stated 
salary for preaching. 

To get to one of his preaching places he 
had to pass our house, where he made fre- 
quent calls, as he and my parents had been 
acquainted for many years. He owned a 
house with a little land where he could keep 
a few domestic animals, besides raising 
something for the support of his family. 

In addition to these things he was a good 
workman at the shoemaker’s trade. In those 
days ready-made boots and shoes were not 
kept for sale in stores as they are now. Then 
if an animal was butchered, or was accident- 
ally killed, the skin was taken to a tanner 
to be made into leather for the use of the 
owner and his family. The leather was then 
carried to the home of the shoemaker to be 
made into such articles as the family need- 
ed. 


Another way was to have the shoemaker 
take a few tools and go to the customer’s 
house, to work up the leather for often the 
customer himself could do some of the sew- 
ing, pegging, etc., thus saving a part of the 
expense. 

In November, 1834, my father was at the 
home of Elder Flanders for several days 
while they manufactured articles of foot- 
wear for our family. On the morning of the 
14th of that month, while .my father was 
there, occurred that wonderful display in 
the heavens which appeared like shooting or 
falling stars and continued for a little more 
than four hours. 


This was several years before friction 
matches were in the market for general use. 
For starting fires in the morning we had to 
depend on keeping fire over night. This 
was done by raking all of the ashes to the 
front of the fireplace, then putting all the 
brands and coals into the cleared space and 
covering them over with the hot ashes. 


On the morning of that 14th day of No- 
vember, my brother arose before it was fair- 
ly light and went to the fireplace to uncover 
the fire. Just then I saw two flashes of 
light from the meteors fall on him. That 
was all that any of us there at home saw of 
that beautiful display. My father said he 
was glad we did not see it, for he was afraid 
that it might frighten us badly. 

Elder Flanders was very fond of smoking. 
After some years a cancer formed in his lip 
where the stem of his pipe had pressed upon 
it so much. It troubled him so seriously 
that he had it removed by the use of the 
knife, taking quite a section from his lip 
and extending down to his chin. The wound 
healed, ‘after which I heard him preach, but 
the contraction in his lip affected the sound 
of his voice. It was thought that he was 
cured: of the cancer. A year or two later 
he had a tooth extracted shortly after which 
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a fresh growth appeared in the cavity made 
by the extraction of the tooth, which soon 
After 
this the malady developed rapidly and in a 
short time he passed away. 


proved to be a cancerous growth. 
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FRANKLINTON CHRISTIAN COLLEGE 


Leaving the train at Franklinton. N. C., I 
walked down the railroad track a bit and see- 
ing a bunch of school buildings on the left, 
I made my way to a group of colored people 
who were busily attending to the raising of a 
new flag pole and enquired of a portly gen- 
tleman if this were the Franklinton Chris- 
tian College. “No, sir.” he replied, “This is 
the Presbyterian Colored College. 
you are looking for is just across the rail- 
road yonder; those two yellow buildings.” 


The one 


He seeméd like a congenial brother and dis 
posed to talk, so we chatted a while. He 
learned who I was and why I had come to 
Franklinton, and added, “you Christians have 
a good man at the head of your school. a man 
of character and high ideals, with good bus- 
iness ability. But you ought to give him 
better buildings. However good the man may 
he, if he has not the buildings to work with 
he cannot do any great work. You have a 
good man and you ought to back him up bet- 
ter.” I was glad that by mistake I had got- 
cen into the wrong campus, and into conver- 
sation with the president of the wrong col- 
lege, since it gave me the opportunity to 
learn before I met him, something of the rep- 
utation which President Long of our college 
maintains. Here was his nearest nefghbor, 
the president of a similar college. telling me 
that President Long is a good man—a busi- 
ness-like man. a trained man, who. under em- 
harrassing conditions through lack of equip- 
ment, is still doing a notable work. 


But I came away humbled as that neigh- 
horing college president pointed out the dis- 
paragement between his own: buildings. and 
ours, and drew my atteniwn to the fact that 
his school year was uch longer than ours. 
T crossed over to our college grounds. Com 
mencement day had passed and the summe) 
hush had settled over the campus. But in 
the small, one-story, unpainted building used 
as the boys’ dormitory. and in the school 
building itself, and the combined girls’ hall 
and cook-house, I could read the story of 
heroic, sacrificing struggle. Here a noble- 
minded man was seeking the uplift of a race. 
and a few moments later as that same man 
talked with me freely of his hopes and his 
struggles, I thought I learned the secret of 
his sacrifice. 


Said he, “we live mostly for the future. 
What we do to-day has its immediate effect. 
but: its harvest will be in the coming gener- 
ation. We must work through the individual 
pupil to-day but the accumulation of individ- 
uals makes up the masses, and the more we 
lift to-day the more able will the masses’ be 
to lift themselves in the future.” Here was 
the secret of his courage, the underlying prin- 
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ciple of his patient endurance, his self-sacri- 
ficing toil against great odds. Like a true 
man and great, with his eye fixed upon a fu- 
ture day, when the seed sown to-day will 
grow and bear fruit, he toils on and thinks 
not of the struggle. 

I found President Long in his printing shop. 
His welcome was as cordial as though we 
had met hundreds of times before, and he 
at once proved that his neighbor had spoken 
correctly when he called him “business-like”. 


Learning that I was from the North, he 
would make me acquainted with the plans 
and hopes and possibilities of the college. 
The college farm was two miles away. “Did 
I care to walk down and see it?’ No—he 
Rather—“We will 
walk down and see the college farm.” I 
pride myself on my walking ability. I have 
often told, with pride. of an eighteen mile 
stroll which I frequently have made before 
breakfast. I shall speak of it with caution 
hereafter. President Long’s walking gait is 
“strictly business’. 


left no such loop-hole. 


He tired me out in that walk to the farm 
and back, but he seemed as fresh as if 
just up from a delightful snooze. The farm 
is a fortunate acquisition. At present large- 
ly woodland with a rapidly increasing valu- 
ation, it is destined to become a valuable 
property later on. 


President Long, as we walked and talked, 
and reviewed the few acres that have been 
put under cultivation, told me of his hopes 
that some day the college might be moved 
down to the farm, thus protecting the stu- 
dents from certain inevitable results of town 
life not helpful to them, and at the same 
time giving larger opportunity to make the 
farm an actual asset in industrial training. 


But now, to-day, the college needs help. 
your help and mine. It needs money to re- 
pair its buildings before the fall term opens. 
It needs to enlarge and replenish its boys’ 
dormitory.

——Harvard University is no longer rep- 


_resented by the famous color of crimson. The 


corporation decided that there were too many 
variations used on the Harvard flags and 
banners, and have officially adopted a new 
color, “arterial blood.” It is of much richer 
red than the former color, appearing to be 
of a purple shade. 


——KEight high school students—six girls 
and two boys—lost their lives May 12 while 
boating on what is known as the old paper 
mill dam near Huntington Mills, Pa. The 
boat in which they were sprung a leak and 
in trying to transfer to another boat the 
weight of the entire party caused the latter 
boat to sink and all perished. Two of the 
young people were to have graduated this 
June. 


——It is claimed on good authority that in 
America about two hundred lives are sacri- 
ficed each week to violence, and that our 
country in the conviction and punishment of 
criminals, pays a toll of a half million dol- 
lars per day, or $182,500,000 annually. Still 
more startling is the assertion that crimes 
and criminals are on the increase, the ratio 
now being four and one-half times the num- 
ber of twenty years ago. It has been sug- 
gested that “the only way to stop crime is 
to put an end to the conditions that breed 
crime and criminals.” As a crime-breeder 
the saloon has no equal. 


——NMore than 1,000 dead have been taken 
from the ruins of Cartago and the Red Cross 
Society is doing all that is possible to re- 
lieve suffering. President Taft, through the 
Red Cross Society, of which he-is president. 
made a strong appeal to the American peo- 


- ple for contributions for, the.stricken cities. 
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The city of New Orleans has raised a fund 
of $1,005 and the United Fruit Company of 
Boston has contributed $25,000 for the same 
purpose. The House passed a bill authoriz- 
ing the Secretary of War to loan blankets 
and other stores in possession of the Isth- 
mian Canal commission and elsewhere for 
the use of the Costa Rican sufferers. 


——Dr. John R. Miller of Chicago, has pro- 
cured 1,000 small drinking basins which he 
will place in different parts of the city where 
they can be readily reached by dogs. This, 
he says, will prevent the dogs becoming fren- 
zied by thirst and save the city from mad- 
dog scares. Dr. Miller says he will need the 
co-operation of the business men and resi- 
dents of the city to keep the basins fiNed with 
water. 


The University of Berlin, at which 
ex-President Roosevelt lectured May 12 on 
“The World Movement,” is one of the great- 
est of old world seats of learning, though 
one of the youngest. It was established im 
1807 by King Frederick William III., many 
of the most noted scholars being called to it. 
The University is controlled by the minis- 
ters of education and supported by the state. 
Men of all nationalities are admitted and 
women to certain lectures. The University 
has some 12,000 students. It is noted for 
its many distinguished scholars who have 
been its professors. Many of the students 
are Americans. 

——tThe new king, George V., was born in 
1865 and is therefore forty-five years old. 
He holds the rank of admiral in the British 
navy and has done something to earn it, 
for he spent ten years in the navy and 
worked his way up from midshipman to ad- 
miral. He is said to be as capable of hand- 
ling a battleship as any officer in the navy. 
Prince George was called the “Sailor Prince” 
and will doubtless be called the “Sailor 
King”. He is the second son of King Ed- 
ward and Queen Alexandra, his older broth- 
er, Albert Victor, Duke of Clarence and 
Avondale, died in 1892, which left George 
the heir to the throne. By the death of his 
father he becomes the king, but his corona- 
tion, or placing the crown on his head may 
be postponed a year or more, but this cere- 
mony is not necessary to the exercise of all 
the kingly powers. 


——After twelve years of delay the wreck 
of the battleship Maine is to be raised. It 
now Hes at the bottom of Havana harbor. 
its upper works showing above water at low 
tide. The Senate passed the House Bill ap- 
propriating $100,000 for this work. There is 
little doubt but that the President will sign 
it. The Maine was blown up Feb. 15. 1898. 
and 260 lives were lost. The United States 
Court of Inquiry reported that the disaster 
was due to the explosion of a mine under 
the ship’s bottom. The cost of the ship 
was $2,500,000 and $100,000 has been appro- 
priated for its raising. - If any bodies. are 
found after these twelve’years they will be 
buried at Arlington National Cemetery, near 
Washington. Spain has always claimed that 
the Maine was blown up. from within,: by 
the explosion of her own. magazines, and 
not from without. A mixed commission of 
French, Spanish and American engineers are 
to examine the hulk to determine the exact 
cause of the disaster after the ship is raised.

ing that I had been promised, and the wisdom 
and goodness of the doctor in using it only 
as a last resort. Good doctor that, said I, 
and I guess as a doctor of moral diseases 
I shall try to be like him, for blistering 
had been a favorite prescription with me. I 
have prescribed blistering for about all the 
moral diseases in the catalogue. And in 
this I have not been alone. I know any num/ 
ber of moral physicians whose favorite pre- 
scription is the blister. They prescribe it 
for all sorts of moral ailments. They blister 
often, but poultice never.. They seem to 
think that. their mission is to curse and. not 
to bless. They -pour.out upon their, congre- 
gations. a stream.of seething, sneering, seath- 
ing invectives so hot..that it blisters the 


very life of the church. , They lampoon. their’

hearers unti] they feel humiliated, embarrass- 
ed and out of sorts.

Read the spiritual interpretation of these 
miracles, John 6: 22-71. 


Historical Background 

Five loaves and two fishes. The poor 
peasants of Oriental countries could not 
buy the more expensive bread, but had to 
live upon a coarse barley bread. It was 
given to the Roman soldiers as a punish- 
‘ment. Jesus and His little company of dis- 
ciples used this bread. These loaves were 
very thin, and oval and were always broken 
and never cut. The fish were not fresh, but 
dried and prepared ready for eating. “The 
mid-day meal of a middle-class house in Je- 


~ hourly in danger. 
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rusalem in the first century consisted of 
fish from the lake, locusts baked in flour, 
or honey, onions and meat. For dessert the 
cheapest fruits were grapes and figs. The 
poor had to live more moderately. The lake 
fishermen in particular rarely tasted meat; 
bread, hard-boiled eggs, and the produce of 
their fishing, with locusts. and water, formed 
the staple of their food.” 

Twelve baskets. There are two different 
Greek words used for basket in the feeding 
of the FIVE thousand and_the feeding of 
the FOUR thousand. The word used in the 
feeding of the five thousand indicates a 
small basket that could be carried in the 
pocket or traveling-bag, in which a meal of 
bread and fish could be placed, that the 
Jew might avoid eating food prepared by 
others that might be “unclean”, according 
to Jewish regulations. But the word used 
in the feeding of the four thousand is an- 


other one, which is a much larger basket, 
used to carry larger loads, what we call 
a hamper. It was in such a_ basket that 


Saul was let down over the Damascus wall. 
It is easy to how twelve baskets-full 
might be gathered up after the multitude 
had been fed.

The Lesson 


The real theme of this lesson is “Jesus 
the supreme provider for our deepest needs.” 
It deals with the tremendous necessities of 
human life, and faint and faltering disciple- 
ship, the divine resources at our command 
and a surplus for the children of faith. 
This possibly is the most famous of the mir- 
acles of Jesus. We will study the two ex- 
periences together, the feeding of the five 
thousand and the feeding of the four thou- 
sand. The following may be a helpful meth- 
od of treatment and presentation.

VY. THE OVERPLUS. 


I. The need of Solitude. 

After the death of John the Baptist, Jesus 
crossed the Sea of Galilee that He might 
find a quiet spot for rest and meditation. 
His disciples had just returned from a busy 
evangelistic tour and they needed rest. The 
multitudes were anxious for more healing, 
and thus they followed Him by making a 
circuit of the lake on foot and by quicken- 
ing their pace; they arrived on the other 
side before Jesus had had time to cross the 
water. He had hoped to have rest and sol- 
itude, but now only more work and toil 
faces Him. It was surely a time of urgent 
activity and steadfast effort. It was at the 
very crisis of His life, when His life was 
John was now out of 
the way, with no uprising of the people. 
and now Herod seeks to see Jesus that he 
may have a chance to lay his hands on Him 
also and put the troublesome factor out of 


his way. Now He would find solitude and 
repose in the desert beyond the sea. We 
need change and variety in our lives. Mot 


notony and treadmill work kills the worker 
at last. The law of our being is to stop 
and start. All stopping kills as well as all 
going saps away the vitality. The string 
must be removed from the bow, if it would 
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retain its power. We need times of still- 
ness for meditation and seasons of repose 
for recuperation, as well as times of intense 
activity. 

Il. The Needy Multitude. 

Here was a great multitude, hungry, foot- 
sore, tired and without a shepherd. So 
eager were the people to hear the Master, 
that they poured out by thousands, even 
into the desert. While the Preacher spoke 
the crowd listened, oblivious of time, of 
weariness, of hunger, of everything in fact 
but the wondrous message of the Preacher. 
They forgot themselves. But when the ser- 
mon was ended and it was sunset they re- 
membered their purpose in following 
Him. They did not want Christ so much 
as they wanted what Christ had to give. 
They did not want Christianity so much as 
they wanted the fruits of Christianity. They 
wanted healing. There may have been a 
large number in the company that were in 
real earnest and wanted to get in touch 
with this wonderful life. Those who are 
in earnest can always find Him. The length 
and difficulty of the journey are no hindrance. 
These eager ones were of the poorest, hum- 
blest and neediest ones of that region. They 
were foot-passengers. The people who rode 
in carriages were not following Jesus at 
that time. It would be good for the eyes 
to see the multitudes running after Him 
The starving multitudes would come 
to Him now, if they were given the oppor- 
tunity. They are doing it in Korea, in 
China and Japan. What a wonderful pic- 
ture of the hungry masses, who must perish, 
if we do not get the bread of life to them. 
Furthermore, al] around us are the famish- 
ing multitudes hungering for the bread of 
life. They are so absorbed in the pursuit 
of this world’s treasures, fame, power, learn- 
ing and pleasure that they have entirely 
forgotten the needs of the soul. There is 
but one remedy for this soul hunger and that 
is Christ. 


II]. The Ways and Means Committee. 

Jesus often tries our faith—finds out by 
questioning how we would do things. To 
feed this army of hungry men and women 
was a problem judging by their methods of 
measurement. I suppose a Ways and Means 
Committee was appointed with Philip as 
chairman. He, coolheaded, and of a calcu- 
lating turn of mind began to make an esti- 
mate as to how much bread and meat would 
be required for this vast company. His exact 
figures alarm him. John 6:5-7. Their way 
and our way is the regulation human method. 
He forgets to reckon with his host. He for- 
got that the slender store of energy in 
hand did not represent the divine resources 
that were available. They forgot that Jesus 
was there. That same cold, calculating spir- 
it is in the church to-day. When funds are 
needed, when the mission offering is to be 
taken, when the revival is on, the Philip 
spirit gets down the arithmetic, tape-line, 
yard-stick and scales and proceeds to measure 
the whole thing up, and a timid and falter- 
ing discipleship cries out “what are these 
among so many’? ‘The reserve forces are 
forgotten. 


IV. The Touch that Multiplies. 
“Make the men sit down.” Well, now one 
can fancy Thomas saying to Nathaniel, “That 


real 


now. 


¢ 
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is just the very thing He ought not to have 
said, for they will now expect a full meal. 
Whatever little He expects to feed them, He 
should give it to them standing and: then 
send them away.” But Jesus does not do 
things that way. He gives a full meal or 
none at all. Philip, who is always good at 
figures is asked for an estimate of the cost 
of the feast. “Two hundred shillings’ worth 
not enough”. The figures were correct, be- 
eause they were human. But they were low, 
considering the crowd. “Figures will not 
lie’ but they do not always within them- 
selves tell the whole truth of the matter. 
The best things of life cannot be expressed 
in terms of figures. Philip’s mistake was not 
in making his estimate of the cost of food 
for the hungry multitude, but that he had 
forgotten that Jesus was there, Who had 
turned water into wine. A little scouting 
party was sent out and a small store of 
bread and fish was discovered and confis- 
eated. Jesus held it up in the light of heav- 
en and brought the whole situation in the 
presence of the Father and with His bless- 
ing upon it, it multiplied until they were fed 
and filled, satisfied and contented. This is 
no isolated case. It is being repeated every 
day. It has always been true in history. 
When a lad is found with five loaves and 
two fishes and they are baptised in prayer 
and brought to Jesus they always are equal 
to the situation. Luther faced the Papal 
Hierarchy and Charles V. but God worked 
wonders in him. Wesley standing at his 
father’s tomb declared that “The world is 
my parish”, and his loaves and fishes are not 
done multiplying yet. Yes, there are hun- 
dreds of such miracles. All God asks is 
that we bring our slender store of energy 
to Him and He will feed the multitude. 


VY. The Overplus. 

In one case there were seven baskets-full 
and the other there were twelve baskets-full 
as an overplus, more than was needed for the 
multitude. Pwelve small baskets-full, just 
enough for the disciples. There is always 
a margin to loving service. If we seek the 
kingdom, the margin of “All these other 
things will be added.” If we give it will 
be given unto us again. If we hunger and 
thirst for righteousness, there are a thou- 
sand values that naturally follow as an over- 
plus. Remember the fragments must be 
used or they will be of no value to us. There 
are things that we cannot keep if we would, 
but if we give them out they never cease 
multiplying.

HOW TO LAUNCH AN EVERY-MEMBER

1. Have a meeting of all the men in each 
congregation to consider a worthy Mission- 
ary policy for the congregation. 

2. At a supper, 

3. With tickets purchased in advance, 

4. With figures displayed showing what 
the Church has given 

(a) to current expenses of all kinds; 

(b) to all forms of Missionary and Edu- 

cational work in America; 

(c) To foreign missions. 

5. After full discussion, set a definite fi- 
nancial goal for Missions for the congrega- 
tion, and resolve by rising vote to raise the 
amount. 

6. Do not ask for subscriptions at this 
supper, but appoint a small “Every-Member 
Canvass” committee, with power to add to 
its number. 

7. Have the committee divide the mem- 
bership into groups and organize a canvass 
of the entire membership, going two by two. 

8. For a weekly Missionary offering. 

9. Adopt some simple collecting device, 
as the duplex envelope. 

The weekly system of Missionary offerings 
is the most Scriptural, fair, business-like 
and productive method of giving, and when 
properly introduced and worked, it secures 
the largest possible financial and spiritual 
results.

THE CHINESE AND OPIUM 


Evidence accumulates, proving that the 
Chinese Government is determined to save 
its people from the opium curse. Among 
the latest news, a member of the China In- 
land Mission writes to the Christian Union 
for the Severance of the Connection of the 
British Empire with the opium traffic:— 


“Two years ago, the most fertile district in* 


the province of Shansi, namely the irrigat- 
ed land east and west of the Fen river, was 
one blaze of poppy—lovely, indeed, to look 
upon, but bearing such a deadly fruit, ruin- 
ing the lives and homes of the Shansi peo- 
ple. Last year the scene was changed; I 
‘traveled over the district mentioned, and 
did not see one poppy. All over the province 
the same story was told us—no opium to 
be seen—wheat and other grain taking its 
place. 

“So complete and wonderful was the sup- 
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pression that, had I not ‘seen, it would have 
been difficult to believe. Strong measures 
were taken to bring this about. I saw a 
well-to-do farmer being led through the city 
wearing the wooden collar. An official un- 
derling was crying: ‘This man has been beat- 
en 600 blows and has to wear the collar 
twenty days for growing opium on his land.’ 
All honor to those in authority who are 
truly doing their best. Would to God our 
beloved England would do her part and 
cease forever the unholy traffic! China is 
awakening, and unless we, as a Christian na- 
tion, arise to our privileges, abandon this 
disgraceful source of revenue, and _ send 
forth more heralds of the Cross, surely 
God will not hold us guiltless.’—Tke Chris- 
tian.

DESTITUTION IN IDAHO 


Recent study of the religious conditions of 
two counties in this field reveals that actual 
and absolute destitution exists and that hun- 
dreds of people are beyond the reach of any 
religious service of any kind. In other 
words hundreds of people in these two coun- 
ties cannot attend a religious service, not 
even a Sunday-school, without traveling from 
ten to fifty miles over mountain ranges with 
horses and wagons, because no religious serv- 
ice is ever held nearer to them than that. 
These counties are in the mountainous re- 
gion of Idaho and most of their territory is 
back off the railroads or on branch lines 
only. But here are in these counties many 
rich and productive valleys and numerous 
mining camps. The valleys are, though iso- 
lated, generally quite thickly settled by 
miners, farmers and stock-growers. Because 
ef their isolation and sometimes because of 
severe climate these valleys have been over- 
looked and neglected by pastor and mission- 
ary and so the religious destitution exists. 

One of these counties has an area of more 
than 5,000 square miles and yet religious 
work is carried on in only four or five places 
in the entire county. Out of the twenty-four 
school districts in the county, twenty-one of 
them are without religious work of any kind. 
The other county has an area of 4,600 square 
miles, and out of eighteen school districts 
only three have any religious work carried 
on in a regular way.—Rev. W. H. Bowler., 
in Missions.

Rev. H. W. McCrone preached for the pas- 
tor at Newton last Sunday and reports that 
the church has good congregations and a 
splendid spirit among all the people. I have 
not heard from any churches as yet which 
have any of the old edition of the hymnary 
to dispose and yet I have found demand 
for some five or six dozen of them.

That part of the work was all apportioned 
and had to be done. The matter of the 
courses of the priests was also a matter of 
authority and was not left to those who hap- 
pened to feel like falling in line, all right 
and well, and those who did not care to do 
so equally the same. 

Given authority and we can raise the need- 
ed amounts asked for by the Convention and 
go forward in our work, but as long as we 
go on resolving without any power to put 
those resolutions into actions we had about 
as well stay at home and save our money 
for the Mission Departmen. 


Take the matter of the True Fund, and if 
there could be the apportionment with un- 
derstanding that it was not a matter of “do 
as you please,” but an obligation as impor- 
tant and right as the coal bill, or the pas- 
tor’s salary then we could get somewhere 
and be assured of success. The secretary can 
ask and plead and threaten about the reso- 
lution that was passed by the Convention 
and the churches can sit back and laugh 
and say you cannot do anything about it. 
“The big stick’ is not the worst thing in this 
world and while we are not advocating pop- 
ery by any means, we are advocating the busi- 
ness method that at least will be as up-to- 
date as the business methods of our national 
life. Authority may have its disadvantages, 
but it surely is not one-tenth the evil that 
free thought is likely to work in a church. 

Authority with careful administration and 
wise council would have done much for our 
cause here in New England while in reality 
to-day we are suffering from the results of 
thinking and acting as the individual church 
happens to feel.

THE NEW ENGLAND CONVENTION 


As the season approaches for the conven- 
tion to meet much interest is shown and in- 
quiry made as to where it will meet and 
what the program will be. This year, June 
14-16, it will meet with the First Christian 
church, Lubec, Maine. Although Lubec is 
one of the outposts of the Convention terri- 
tory there promises to be a fair, if not large, 
attendance. The people of Lubec are making 
ample preparation for all who will attend. 
With the hearty invitation and low fare by 
boat from Boston or Portland there should 
be an effort made by the members of the 
various churches to attend. There is a large 
work for the New England Convention to 
do. A work which cannot be done by any 
one of the various conferences of New Eng- 
land. It is no reflection on the officers of 
the Convention to say that the work during 
the past few years has been neglected and 
not done. It has not been done simply be- 
cause the weaker churches have not been 
represented in the past Conventions, and con- 
sequently no report as to their needs and 
conditions made. The Cenvention during the 
past years has been made up of delegates 
from the larger and most influential churches 
of the district, and while there has been 
much talk and argument on the floor of the 
Convention, there has been no effort made dur- 
ing the year to help the weaker churches and 
the country districts in which our churches 
are located. The talks and subjects of the 
large number of addresses made during the 
past few years have been on “Federation,” 
union “with other denominations,” while 
very little if any effort has been made to 
strengthen our cause in the various fields 
where help is needed. There has been no 
evangelistic effort made, no missionary work 
done, in fact not a particle of effort made by 
the Convention to strengthen the work since 
the New England paper ceased to be pub- 
lished. I would not have the paper pub- 
lished again. I believe that if a tenth of the 
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effort and money that have been put into the 
publication of that paper had been put into 
Field Secretary work, there would be en- 
thusiasm and life where now there is lack 
of interest and discouragement. There is 
a work in New England which neither the 
various conferences, single handed, nor the 
American Christian Convention can do. The 
New England Convention with its Missionary 
Society is well adapted for the work. The 
work can only be done by a systematic visi- 
tation to the churches by a representative 
of the Convention. The people of our 
churches have confidence in, and great love 
for the Convention that has done so much 
in the past. Let us during the next year 
do three things: First, support a Field Sec- 
retary and through him do evangelistic work. 
Second, strengthen the hands of the editor 
of the New England page in the HERALD or 
GOSPEL LiserRTY. Third, raise the full amount 
of Miss True’s salary as our foreign mis- 
sionary.

ENGLAND CHRISTIAN CONVEN- 
TION AT LUBEC, MAINE 


The New England Christian Convention is 
to be held with the First Christian church, 
Lubec, Maine, June 14-16, 1910. A very in- 
teresting program is being prepared, and ev- 
erything will be done to make this one of the 
best conventions ever held. Some important 
matters are to come up at this meeting re- 
garding our New England work as well as 
the work of the Christian denomination at 
large; and every one who can attend ought 
to make an effort to be at this meeting. Some 
have thought that Lubec is a long distance 
from home, and that on this account, they 
could not afford the expense. This is a very 
practical question, so let us consider it to- 
gether. 


If you are coming from southern Massa- 
chusetts or Rhode Island you will come via 
Portland. 


“But that’s by boat,” you say. Well, why 
not? There is not a better line of steamers 
on the coast than those of the Eastern 8. S. 
Co.—neat, fast and commodious, and equip- 
ped with all modern improvements, including 
wireless. In June there is no rough weatier, 
and consequently no sea-sickness. Instead of 
dreading this trip it should be looked forward 
to with pleasure. The scenery is magnificent, 
and is continually affording a change of view 
most charming. Remember thousands of peo- 
ple take this trip each year for its pleasure. 
Have you ever been “Way Down East?’ If 
not, here is your opportunity. Seldom if 
ever, can you expect to get a rate of $4.75 
for the round trip from Boston, a distance 
of over six hundred miles; and $4.25 from 
Portland, a distance of nearly four hundred 
miles. Then you will want a state room, 
which will accommodate three quite nicely, 
and will cost you from $1 to $2. You can 
get good meals on the boat, or you can take 
a lunch box with you and get a cup of tea 
or coffee on the boat, or you can get your 
supper in Portland at a restaurant near the 
boat landing. You will get your breakfast 
in Lubec served you by the church. All the 
Lubec entertainment will be free. 

The boat will leave Boston, Monday, June 
13, at 9 a. m. from Union Wharf. From the 
North or South Stations take the elevated 
train via Atlantic Avenue for Battery Street 
Station for Union Wharf. 


The boat will leave Portland at ‘5 p. m., 
June 13th from Franklin Wharf. At Union 
Station take car marked Boston and New 
York boats. 

Returning home you will leave Lubec, Fri- 
day afternoon, arriving in Portland early 
Saturday morning, and in Boston in the 
early afternoon. 

For those coming from the West this is 
the best way to come and you need have no 
fears in coming this way, but if you had 
rather come by train, a reduced fare has been 
secured, and you will have a beautiful ride 
down through the old State of Maine to Bast- 
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port, and the ferry boat will 
across to Lubec, 3 miles. 

A word about the place you are coming to. 

‘ Lubec is the most eastern town in the United 
States. Its population is about 3,500. 

The population of Lubec Village is about 
2.000. The principal industry is the can- 
ning of sardines, and the curing of herring. 
cod, haddock, etc. The people in general are 
thrifty, open-hearted, entertaining, and well- 
to-do, as well as up-to-date. 

Lubee Village is on a peninsula extending 
into Passamaquoddy Bay, which is really at 
the foot of the Bay of Fundy which is noted 
for its extremely high tides, the highest in 
the world. Passamaquoddy Bay is a beauti- 
ful sheet of water, filled with numerous is- 
lunds, and high bluffs. But space forbids 
telling you about these things. A committee 
has been chosen by the church to point out 
these places of interest to you, and arrange 
excursions to these from time to time during 
the intervals of the convention. 

A word about the Lubee Christian church. 
This church was organized in 1830. It has 
had some of the best men in the denomina- 
tion as its pastors, and although like many 
other churches it has had some pretty hard 
struggles, it has always kept up an honorable 
record. Seventy-five per cent. of the business 
men of this thriving little village are asso- 
ciated with it, and the majority of them mem- 
bers. It has one of the finest church prop- 
erties in Eastern Maine, and a live force of 
workers.

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THE LUBEC CONVENTION 


BY REV. ALVA H. MORRILL 


It is to be hoped that the ministry and 
laity of our New England churches are giv- 
ing some consideration to the annual meeting 
of the Convention, Missionary and Education 
Societies, to be held next month in Lubec. 
Maine. We all understand that it will re- 
quire something of sacrifice upon the part 
of all those who attend, in order that they 
may be there. It is well to remember that 
nearly all good things also require some 
measure of sacrifice. Why not ask at once. 
Is the Convention worth while? Is it of real 
worth to the churches of our denomination 
in New England, to attempt to get together 
annually and confer as to the work which 
needs to be done, and in which we ought to 
be interested? Are the results of such gath- 
erings commensurate with their cost? What 
can the Convention do to advance our enter- 
prises that the Conferences are not doing? 
Has it done sufficient good in the past to 
wartfant its perpetuation? Is it as essential 
to the success of our work as in previous 
years? What benefit has been secured from 
the last meeting of the Convention at Kit- 
tery? 

Of course it is not a difficult matter to 
ask questions, some of which may be diffi- 
cult to, answer satisfactorily. 


I am not asking these questions with a 
view of answering all of them. I believe 
it would be well for all our New England 
people to give careful attention to sueh mat- 
ters as these questions suggest, and it is 
for this reason that I raise them. 


It seems to be a settled fact that we can- 
not expect as many to attend the sessions of 
the Convention, according to present number 
of members in our New England churches, 
as formerly attended. There are several 
reasons for this, among which may be named 
(a) the smaller proportion of members who 
can command their time, (b) the larger 
number of conventions of various kinds than 
formerly, which people desire to attend, and 
(c) the fact that our general officers and 
the Conferences do some part, and perhaps 
we might say, the larger part of the work 
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undertaken by the Convention and its allied 
societies. 

Our Missionary society was a pioneer in 
such work, perhaps we would better say, 
the pioneer in it. Of late, the Mission 
Board of the American Christian Convention 
seems to take charge of all such work, with 
the co-operation of the Conferences. Hence 
there does not seem to be so much need of 
this society, though it is incorporated and 
holds property. Objection was made after 
the last Convention by some one whose name 
was not given to the readers of the article, 
because there was a cash basis for member- 
ship, and that solicitation for members was 
made at the Convention, only those having 
paid the annual or life membership fee be- 
ing qualified to vote. But this was an im- 
portant method by which funds were former- 
ly raised to be devoted to mission work, and 
some good work in this line has been done. 

As to the wofk of the Education society, 
whose money has been raised in a similar 
way, it can now be urged that the general 
Education Board seeks directly for offerings 
from the churches, and so there is not the 
need of the active work formerly done by 


this society. Like the Missionary society, 
this is incorporated and _ holds property. 
Both these societies will maintain their 


corporate existence, whether there is a 
Convention, attended by many or few 
people, as long as there are life and annual 
members. These corporations cannot die of 
their own volition., To a certain extent, they 
will have to perpetuate their life by the 
methods which have been criticised. 

When the Convention was first established, 
it is safe to say that we had fully twice as 
many members in its territory as we now 
have, and the spirit of denominational in- 
terest which pervaded all denominations and 
caused members of them to be much more 
interested in members of the same denomi- 
netion hundreds of miles away than in their 
next-door Christians, seemed to demand such 
an opportunity as the Convention offered for 
far-separated ministers and brethren to get 
together and become better acquainted. It 
was then more an inspirational gathering, in 
the interest of wider fellowship among our 
people in this section than a legislative body. 
It passed recommendations, suggested work 
in common, but assumed very little author- 
ity over churches. 

It was a popular gathering when sermons, 
addresses, essays were presented, a few res- 
olutions passed, acquaintance enlarged, and 
the spiritual life quickened. 

Various plans of organization have been 
tried. seeking to relate it to the Conferences 
and the churches, and a few attempts have 
been made to consolidate the Convention and 
the societies, but to-day the relations are 
much the same as they have generally been. 

It is very probable that no better plan 
of organization has been proposed than that 
which was largely the work of the late R. 
F. Fuller, Esq., who forty and more years 
ago was one of the active workers in our 
denominational assemblies in New England. 

It is now made up of the ministers and 
representatives of the churches much the 
same as the Conferences, yet it has no au- 
thority over the Conferences, and after the 
Convention speaks, the Conferences can make 
different plans, if they choose so to do, they 
being as free after Convention action as be- 
fore. On this account, as rarely a majority 
of the membership of any Conference at- 
tends the Convention, the action of the Con- 
vention has little force as the Conferences. 
when they convene a few months after the 
Convention, have either forgotten Convention 
action, or conclude that they prefer some- 
thing different. 

Before the last change in plan of member- 
ship was adopted, the Convention was com- 
posed of duly elected delegates, lay 4nd cler- 
ical, from the various Conferences, and of 
eourse then Convention action was merally 
binding upon the Conferences. But this re- 
cent change was made with the purpose and 
desire that more people should attend the 
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Convention. Such increased attendance has 
not been secured in the five Conventions that 
have since been held. 

I think it is true that since the establish- 
ment of the Camp Meeting, there has not 
been as large an attendance at the Conven- 
tion, especially from southern New England, 
as there was before. This is not strange, as 
it was quite true in the early days of the 
Camp Meeting that a large portion of our 
ministers attended it, and as it came in the 
vacation season, it combined the opportunities 
for rest and inspiration so that it supplied 
quite well the place of the Convention. 

It is very probable that the changed plan 
of work, resulting from the greater promi- 
nence given to the Quadrennial Convention 
and its work, has helped to eliminate the 
need of the New England Convention, in the 
minds of many people. At the same time, 
most of our Conferences have undertaken 
more work, much of it in line with what the 
Convention was intended to perform, so that 
the real need of the New England Convention 
has seemed to be much less than formerly. 

I am seeking in this communication to 
look at existing conditions to suggest the 
reason for them, if I can. 

Of one thing I am quite sure, which is 
this: The Convention must be made more 
effective as a helper of our work, thus mani- 
festing its real need, or it is of very little 
value to our people and should surrender 
its work to the Conferences. I will not 
lengthen this already too long communication 
by stating any reasons, but simply state my 
conclusions. I may conclude with this ques- 
tion for the consideration of our brethren. 
What injury would the work of. our New 
England churches suffer if the New England 
Convention should cease to exist?

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BRITISH WEST INDIES 


Barbados—Allow us to speak of the 
Christian Chureh in Barbados, West Indies, 
giving a correct statement of the history of 
the missionary work known as the Christian 
Church in Barbados, British West Indies. 
September of 1908 confines within the com- 
pass of two years since our first four mem- 
bers volunteered to join the church of the 
above name, after having listened to the 
soul-stirring truths which were faithfully 
preached for some time previously. The 
writer of this article, who is the pioneer of 
this great “Cause”, by the tender mercies 
of God in whom his faith is centered, did 
all his work in the open air; in the close of 
the day when all nature seeks for rest from 
the hubbub and bustle of the long and toil- 
some hours of the day, being the best time 
to find the peasantry of nearly every vicinity 
at their own firesides, the preacher made for 
places where the people show the most inter- 
est, with a lighted torch-lamp and very 
soul-stirring gospel hymns, very often stand- 
ing alone without a second, at times cold and 
windy nights and infrequently wet with a 
late rain of the day. Loving invitations, un- 
selfish display of spiritual energy soon 
brought together a good gathering; some of 
good standing, including children, to listen 
to the evening discourse. As the days go by 
and visit after visit are repeated, detract- 
ors say, this is only a novel experience, try- 
ing to do what is already done; but they 
nevertheless failed to destroy the growing 
interest of the yearning souls. In this case 
growth of interest means to us growth of 
zeal and clearness of vision to God and 
eternal things. At the close of nearly every 
service of the different vicinities, the loud 
“God bless you, when are you coming again? 
do not let it belong;”’ were self-evident that 
much good supposedly may be done, if a 
venture were to be made to locate this prac- 
tical religion in one of these enterprising dis- 
tricts. And thus was the beginning of the 
Christian Chureh at Pinketts, St. Philip, Bar- 
bados, British West Indies. To-day we can 
boldly say there is an aggregate body of 
nearly forty members, though for the most part 
they are a poor class and very often have to 
pull through very adverse circumstances for 
the maintenance of life and the up-keep of 
the church in our poor country. I do not ex- 
aggerate when I say our members are spir- 
itual, tractable and willing to know more 
about our blessed Lord and Savior day by 
day, ready to endure hardship as good sol- 
diers and to do all that lies in their power 
for the furtherance of the message of this 
great salvation. “Not by might nor by pow- 
er, but by my Spirit saith the Lord of hosts.” 
Zee. 4:6. As a result of this aggressive 
movement and the attendant success we have 
been able to branch off to another neighbor- 
hood where services are held weekly, and 
already some remarkable cases of conversion 
have taken place, bless His hallowed name! 
At Pinketts we have occupied an old dilapi- 
dated stone-wall building, partly out of use, 
but at that time, as no other place was avail- 
able, we took the same on certain terms; to 
do some repairs on the building and work 
out our expense in rent. This house is pano- 
ramic of itself, being of a double story and 
stands prominent, there being no other con- 
tiguous to it of its kind. Our rents being ar- 
ranged to suit the indigent condition of the 
people, we aim at keeping our way clear all 
the time with the view of preparing to build 
our own church as early as possible. The 
salvation of the children being the secondary 
subject, an attempt was made and a Sunday- 
school started, but by reason of inefficient 
and incapable hands, we laid by that branch 
ef responsibility for a very near future to 
lay a good foundation of a properly founded 
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church work, which is the direct need of the 
day, and will be an unfailing support of the 


much needed Sunday-school. The progress 
of our work in its incipiency bespeaks very 
prosperous handling of Christian Endeavor- 
ers, as well as all other church obligations. 
Please pray for us. ‘Till it pleases the Mas- 
ter to call me away from this terrestrial 
avocation to the celestial everlasting rest, I 
am, your humble servant in the mission of 
the E. J. BERNARD.

“OUTLINE OF SIX CENTURIES” 


This book of 157 pages, by Rev. J. J. Sum- 
merbell, D. D., ought to have a ready sale 
among our people for several reasons: 

First: Dr. Summerbell has devoted his 
life to the cause of Christ as represented by 
the Christian church; his ability and attain- 
ments along the line of real scholarship have 
never been questioned by well-balanced peo- 
ple; he has made great sacrifices (unknown 
to the public), financial and otherwise, for 
our work; he has never hesitated to take any 
stand for what he believed to be right, even 
when he knew full well that by taking such 
positions he would make for himself many 
open and—what is far worse—secret en- 
emies. 

Second: The book is entirely the property 
of the Christian Publishing Association. The 
manuscript was presented to the Association 
by the author, but not till after the favorable 
publication of it was voted upon at the last 
session of the Board of Trustees; and Dr. 
Summerbell has read the proof and superin- 
tended the publication of the volume without 
any remuneration. 

Third: Such a work is needed among us. 
Existence ought to imply need always; but 
in many cases it does not. This book, as I 
see it, supplies a great need, hence apologies 
for its publication and sale are not neces- 
sary. 


Fourth: The vook gives facts—truth—in 
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a readable, compact, comprehensive form. 
It deals with the doctrine of God and His 
church—a study which ought to. be brought 
to the attention of all classes of people, but 
especially to us, as we profess to take the 
Bible for our guide. 

From the view-point of one who thinks 
he believes the so-called “Doctrine of the 
Trinity,” that doctrine may seem to be 
placed in an unfavorable light historically ; 
but is it? Can any fact in history be placed 
in an unfavorable light? One cannot well 
write history and ignore facts. Page 48 of 
the book shows how and when the term “trin- 
ity” was first used. 

But our people, the great majority of them, 
are not “trinitarians”’, hence that little 
thing will not worry very many among us; 
and those who are cannot well get away 
from facts—facts in history. (I want to 
say that we, as a people, are not Unitarians, 
either. We believe in Jesus Christ the “be- 
loved Son”, and in “the Spirit of truth”.) 

The book is for sale by our Publishing 
House at Dayton, Ohio, J. N. Hess, Agent, 
and I urge our people to buy, read and study 
it, and stand by the Bible and the facts of 
history.

The little volume 
claims to be a text book for the period men- 
tioned. For this service it is an admirable 
compilation, giving a running comment on 
the principal facts that the student should 
know, and omitting irrelevant and obscure 
discussions that fill space to no profit. The 
author brings out clearly the ‘simplicity of 
the faith in the first three centuries, while 
love and brotherhood were the striking char- 
acteristics of a church that was still poor 
enough to be pure: and the contests and 
persecutions that attended the second three 
centuries, when scholastic subtleties began 
to usurp the domain of faith, and haughty 
prelates fought with each other with the 
sharp edge of dogma as well as with the 
sword. This history should have wide cir- 
culation in our homes as well as in the class- 
room.
